WASHINGTON — This 
week the Army gave out more 
pro-pay awards than it has 
ever handed out at one time. 
Approximately 18,000 profi- 
clency payments were ap- 
proved in DA Message 546780, 
which announced the results 
of November testing. 

Some 8000 soldiers will receive 
P-1 awards for the first time and 
approximately 10,000 will be able 
to keep their $30-a-month bonuses 
as a result of this week’s announce- 
ment. The awards covered 56 
MOS’s and 198 skill levels — most 
of them in the missile and elec- 
tronics field, 

This week’s message announced 
scores for all groups tested in 
November. Normally the Army di- 
vides tests into several groups 
and announces the scores for each 
group separately, stretching award 
of payments out over several 
months. 

The message also announced ap- 
proximately 250 P-2 payments in 
four MOSs and 13 skills. 

A Pentagon official explained 
that about 60-70 percent of those 
who took the November test for 
requalification scored high enough 
to continue drawing the pay 
bonus — a normal rate for re- 
qualification. 

The current announcement, it 
was emphasized, has nothing to 
do with the Army’s new verified

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Regular Army Reenlistment 
Rate Points to New Record 


WASHINGTON—Regular Army reenlistments will total between 76,000 and 78,000 
this fiscal year—a record—it was forecast this week. This was based on 31,703 reenlist- 
ments in the first five months of the fiscal year that started last 1 July. 


The numbers are expected to 
top fiscal year 1958, a recession 
year. There is no ‘:ndication now 
that the number of jobless in 
civilian life is causing the upturn 
in reenlistments because’ the 
latest actual figures available are 
for the month of November. How- 


‘ever, the Army may get some hint 


of a recession re-up trend from 
December, January and February 
figures. 

Meanwhile, the number of first 
enlistments also are on the in- 
crease and the Army hopes that 
this is because young men are be- 
ing sold on the idea of the Army 
as a career. First enlistments are 
now running about 9800 a month. 
This is in contrast to draft calls 
averaging about 7000 ito 8000 a 
month. Admittedly, the draft leads 
some to volunteer but the Army 
seems to be able to keep more 
of such volunteers.

According to the Army, the 
numerical reenlistments in them- 
selves are not as important as the 
percentage of the RA eligible base. 
Overall RA _ reenlistment rates 
within 90 days during the same 
period as above follows:

The percentage figure for fiscal 
year 1961 is a forecast based on 
the first five months. The record 
may be even better if the business 
recession is prolonged because of 
the severe winter. 


ARMY OFFICIALS SAY the in- 
crease in reenlistments is due to 
a number of factors. Probably the 
first, it was said, is the increased 


emphasis in commands from DA 
on down on selling the Army as 
a career. This includes provisions 
for re-up counselors down to battle 
group level. 

Another big step was institution 
of the Reenlistment Centralized 
Assignment Plan (RECAP), under 
which men are givén options of 
assignment if there are jobs in 
their grades and MOS available. 
This is done by telephone to DA 
in Washington so that a man con- 
sidering reenlistment will know 
immediately where he will be 
sent and given first, second and 
subsequent choice of jobs where 
they are available. 

Other factors include proficiency 
pay and what the Army described 
as a “more personalized” man- 
power program that “considers the 
needs and desires of the individu- 
al.” This is exemplified by the by- 
name assignment of men now re- 
turning from overseas where the 
Army tries to send EM to areas 
in the states where they want to 


serve. The new green unifo 
too, has spruced up the soldier, 
was pointed out. 


REENLISTMENTS in all 
branches of the services jumped 
up in November of last year. How- 
ever, reups in the Navy and Air 
Force have been declining over 
the last two years, so the Army 
thinks its record is better than that 
of other branches of the military. 

“It is possible that all of the 
services got an assist from the re- 
cession in November,” a Defense 
Department spokesman said. 
“However, it is\too early to tell. 
We will have to wait until figures 
from later months are in. Bad 
business conditions could help.” 

On the other hand, there was no 
consideration of possible future 
bad economic conditions when the 
Army compiled its reenlistment 
forecast. If the recession does be- 
come a factor, the Army’s predic- 
tion will look all the better, it was 
declared. 


Korea Insurance Dividend, 
Disabled Job Aid Voted 


WASHINGTON — The House 
Veterans Affairs committee this 
week approved legislation to pro- 
vide wartime vocational rehabilita- 
tion training benefits to peacetime 
disabled veterans, including those 
injured as the result of reserve 
service. 

The bill will not provide re- 
habilitation training for those who 
have served since Korea but to 
those who served between World 
War II and Korea. 

The committee also approved 
legislation to provide a “one-time” 
dividend payment ranging from 
$150 to $200 to holders of Korea 
War insurance of the “RS” and 
“W” varieties. 

Committee chairman Rep. Olin 
Teague (D., Tex.) told his col- 
leagues that the dividend which 


House Okays Move to Cut 
NSLI Term Costs for Aged 


WASHINGTON — The House 
this week approved a new option 
for World War II holders of GI 
term insurance. 

The bill is designed to save them 
from soaring costs of term policies 
as they reach old age. 

At a moderate increase in their 
current premiums for the term 
policies, they could convert to the 
modified life plan under which the 
face value of the policy would 
drop by 50 percent at age 65. 

As another feature, the remain- 
ing 50 percent of the face value 
could be continued at the premium 
rate for that age. 

The bill was passed by voice 
vote after the Veterans committee 
reported that a 78-year-old veteran 
of World War I was now paying 
$1200 annual premium on a $10,000 
policy. 

The committee cited another ex- 
ample in which it said a high-rank- 
ing officer of War I paid a total 
of $21,000 in premiums on his 
$10,000 term. policy because of the 
soaring rate at his age. 

The committee also sent to the 
Senate legislation to provide a $100 
monthly pension for all holders of 


the Medal of Honor regardless of 
age and financial status. The com- 
mittee estimates 297 men would 
benefit. The pension would not 
apply to survivors of Medal of 
Honor Winners. 


16,487 Enlisted 
Promotions Set 
In April Quota 


WASHINGTON — Army EM will 
receive 16,487 promotions in April 
under quotas set this week. This 
is a drop of 1077 from March but 
a lot better than the 14,635 in Feb- 
ruary and only 12,600 in January. 

Overall, 10 MOSs also were taken 
out of the deepfreeze as far as 
promotion purposes are concerned. 
There were two more frozen E/9s, 
eight fewer in E-8, three fewer in 
E-7, one less in E-6 and the same 
number in E-5. This would indicate, 
as the Army has promised, that 
overstrength MOSs are gradually 
being cut down. 

The list of frozen MOSs will be 
published next week.

The insurance’ was originally 
set up as non-participating insur- 
ance, which means policyholders 
would not receive dividends. But 
Teague noted that the insurance 
fund to which the policyholders 
contribute has grown in such pro- 
portions that a dividend will have 
to be paid or the fund will con- 
tinue to grow. 

The Texas lawmaker attributes

Under the bill, holders of “W” 
insurance would be eligible for 
the dividend immediately. Those 
who hold “RS” would be eligible 
for an immediate dividend too, if 
they exchange or convert their 
term policies for a “W” term 
policy or for a “W” permanent 
plan. If “RS” holders elect not to 
exchange or convert the dividend 
will be paid to survivor at the 
veteran’s death.

And Sten- 
nis, who is chairman of key sub- 
committees on the space and ap- 
propriations committees as well as 
a ranking member of the Armed 
Services committee, is in a position 
to see that his group’s recommenda- 
tions are carried out. 

It is well known that Stennis is a 
strong believer im fully adequate 
conventional war weapons.

Stennis’ subcommittee will short- 
ly begin an inquiry into missile pro- 
grams—an inquiry that may go a 
long way toward deciding how soon 
the Nike-Zeus goes into production, 
if Defense doesn’t make that deci- 
sion soon. 

Right after that the subcommit- 
tee will investigate the need for 
small war weapons. This will be a 
thorough-going assessment of con- 
ventional weapons needed to fight 
brushfire wars and of how we stack 
up in relation to the need. It is a 
safe bet that the investigation will 
end up calling for more convention- 
al war capability and for a speed up 
in weapons modernization. And it 
is a safe bet that the group’s report 
will be read carefully at the White 
House. 

IT IS INTERESTING that the 
subcommittee’s senior minority 
member, Sen. Stiles Bridges of 
New Hampshire, perhaps the most 

owerful Republican in the Senate, 
s wholeheartedly in faver of the 
investigation. 

“I personally feel that not only 
have we got toe increase our supply 
of small weapons necessary for con- 
ventional type of warfare but to 
speed up scientific efforts to im- 

rove them,” Bridges said. “We 
cove put most of our scientific ef- 
forts into producing tremendous 
nuclear weapons at the expense of 
modernizing the smaller ones and 
I think it is time we gave them 
some attention.” 

The cutback in conventional 
forces and the buildup in strategic 
weapons is somewhat identified 
with Bridges’ party, since it was 
made while Gen. Eisenhower was 
in office. But the present statement 
ef the senior senator from New 
Hampshire indicates the efforts to 
increase conventional forces will 
have strong bi-partisan support: 


IN RECENT WEEKS Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, of South Carolina; Rep. 
Robert Sikes, of Florida, and Rep. 
Dan Flood, of Pennsylvania, have 
spoken out in favor of Army pro- 
grams. In particular, Rep. Sikes, a 
ranking member of the Appropria- 
tions committee, called for the res- 
toration of one Army division. This 
would bring the Army back up to 
15 divisions, which it had before 
the last conventional war cut. It 
now has 14 divisions and 870,000 
men. 

Sikes’ speech is an opening gun 
that indicates one way the fight for 
conventional forces will go: an in- 
crease in Army manpower to at 
least 900,000 men and 15 divisions, 
and preferably above that to some- 
thing approaching the strength at 
the end of the Korean war. At that 
time the Army had 20 divisions. 

It will be pointed out over. and 
over again that the Army has five 
divisions pinned down in Europe— 
by NATO commitments—and two 
in Korea that are manned partly by 
Korean nationals who could not be 
moved to another area with their 
divisions. Three of the divisions in 
this country, as will also be pointed 
out, are training divisions manned 
largely by recruits. 


Rep. Flood has especially stressed 
the need for turning the divisions 
in Korea into all-American units. 
Another thing that Flood has 
talked up in tae past that others 
on the Hill are now echoing is that 
Army commitments in the western 
hemisphere may increase. 

In addition to manpower, there 
are two areas where the Army 
might get—and could use—some 
conventional war dollars. 

Just about every study of defense 
capabilities for the last several 
years has called for modernization 
of Army field weapons. The Ap- 
propriations committee reports 
have also called for such modern- 
ization frequently and provided 
some funds for it. There is a con- 
sistent feeling on Capitol Hill that 
the recommendations have never 
been carried out and that even the 
limited amounts appropriated for 
modernization of small weapons 
has not been spent. This is one 
area where the Army stands os 
chance of getting help. Not just 
more weapons, but modernization 
of weapons, from the smallest on 
up. 


ANOTHER DEVELOPMENT 
noted by military observers on 
Capitol Hill is that friends of re- 
serve forces—and there are quite 
a few of them—have seemed lately 
to be lining up behind the move 
for more conventional war forces. 
This is legical enough, for reserve 
forces are, with rare exceptions, 
eonventional war forces and those 
who believe in a strong reserve 
generally believe im streng limited 
war capability. 

But there is the added indica- 
tion that a build-up in conventional 
active duty forces would coincide 
with a build-up in reserve forces. 
In any case, these reserve backers 
add strong and vocal support to the 
movement for a limited war build- 
up. 

There are other, more subtle, 
indications of a swing toward con- 
ventional forces. Those who argue 
global war forces vs. limited war 
forces inevitably seem to equate 
all-out war with the Air Force and 
limited war with the Navy and, 
more particularly, the Army. It is 
not always a profitable equation 
but for what it’s worth the Air 
Force relations in the present Con- 
gress have not, so far, been too 
happy. 

The Air Force came in for a hard 
drubbing over the snafu on base 
construction for its missiles. In so 
doing it got into a scrap with the 
Army Corps of Engineers, which 
happens to be one of the most pow- 
erful groups that appear before 
Congress, because it handles build- 
ing that means millions in con- 
struction business in many con- 
gressional districts. 

The Air Force took heavier cuts 
in its routine construction author- 
ization program than the other 
services and it has caused some 
howls in the appropriations units 
because of poor estimates of mis- 
sile costs.

to handle these exceptions cost- 
wise is still being worked out. 

® Provide those retiring before 
completing 18 years service can 
‘get benefits from the Contingency 
Optien act only if they die of non- 
service connected causes. If they 
die of service-connected causes 
they get Dependency and Indem- 
nity Compensation from the Vet- 
erans Administration as provided 
by the Survivor Benefits law. A 
man could not get benefits from 
both the Contingency Option and 
Survivor Benefits laws. If the man 
dies of service-connected causes, 
his payments into the Contingency 
Option fund would be entirely re- 
funded. 

® Change the name of the act 
to “Retired Serviceman’s Family 
Annuity Plan.” 

The name change — originally 
suggested by Army Times — was 
made because it is felt the words 
contingency option are relatively 
meaningless to the average serv- 
iceman. 

The revision for those with less 
than 17 years service is to take 
care of the socalled death-bed 
cases. These are people who retire 
for physical disability and die 
shortly after, paying very little 
into the contingency option fund. 
The fund in turn will have to pay 
out to their survivors for many 
years. Robert J. Myers, of the 
Board of Actuaries, testified these 
death-bed elections will cause a 
$20 million loss to the system, in- 
cluding past and future benefits, 
unless the law is changed. 

The new plan for these retirees, 
providing coverage only if they 
die of non-service connected dis- 
ability, will probably eliminate 
many of them from the program, 
since most die of the disability 
for which they were retired. Myers 
said the death rate among this 
group was 50 to 70 times greater 
than estimated for them. 

This method of giving contin- 
gency option coverage or survivor 
benefit coverage but not both is 
the so-called “option 5” which De- 
fense wanted extended to all serv- 
ice people. The Board of Actu 


aries were violently opposed to 
such wholesale extension and felt

it would wreck the present pro- 
gram. The subcommittee agreed 
with the actuaries. 


The new option I coverage pro- 
vided under the revised bill would 
be what used to be option III: fam- 
ily unit coverage. It could be 
chosen just fer a widow or for a 
widow and children. It was found 
the rates for this and the old 
option I (widow only) were nearly 
identical. The two were combined 
(the widow controls the money 
anyhow) after the actuaries asked 
that the “multiplicity of choices” 
be reduced. Should the surviving 
widow die or remarry the benefits 
of the new option I automatically 
fall to the children. 

None of the changes will affect 
those already retired. Myers testi- 
fied that “it is impossible, from 
an actuarial standpoint, to extend 
retroactively to members already 
retired the changes made by these 
recommendations.” 

The new bill provides for revo- 
cation of election beyond the three- 
year limit in severe hardship cases. 
The actuaries said this provision 
should be strictly administered.

WASHINGTON—Time on the retiréd list cannot be used to compute a retired pay, 
except in disability cases, the U.S. Court of Claims has ruled. 


In a unanimous (5-0) decision, 
Judge James R. Durfee ruled down 
a claim by a retired Army officer 
for retired pay of a colonel with 
over 30 years instead of that of a 
colonel with over 26 years. 

The officer retired as a Regular 
major after 20 years of service in 
1937. He was recalled to active 


duty in 1942 and re-retired as a 
colonel in 1948. At the time of re- 
tirement, he was receiving pay and 
allowances of a colonel with over 
30 years. He began receiving re- 
tired pay under the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942 at the rate of 


Electronic Terrain Table 
Simulates Armored Combat 


FORT KNOX, Ky.—The Armor 
School has come up with a train- 
ing device that very nearly re- 
produces combat situations on a 
small scale and is comparatively in- 
expensive. Its purpose: To train 
junior officers under simulated 
combat conditions. 

Maj. Richard Jenks, training-de- 
vices project officer for the school, 
is currently supervisig the repro- 
duction of an 800 by 2000 foot 
piece of Kentucky terrain which 
has been duplicated in miniature 
on a table measuring 75 by 40 feet. 
When completed there will be 
trees, barns, houses and fences. 

Operating on this board will be 
11 electronically-controlled tanks 
about 15 inches in length. 

In one tank will be mounted a 
specially developed 4-inch televis- 
ion camera scanning the landscaped 
and showing on a screen the exact 
thing that a tank platoon command- 
* inside his tank would see in com- 

t. 

The tank platoon leader and the 
commanders of each tank in the 
platoon will sit in an isolation 
booth in front of the television 
screen, 

The platoon leader scans the 
terrain searching for enemy tanks 
and directs his driver, who con-| 
trols the tiny tank. He also coor- 
dinates the actions of the four 
other tanks.

26 Buildings 
To Be Razed 
At Carson 


FORT CARSON, Colo. — Tem- 
porary quarters for Fort Carson 
families, built in World War II, 
are scheduled for demolition soon 
at Fort Carson. 

Bids to demolish 26 buildings 
containing 120 apartments will be 
announced soon with a bid open- 
ing scheduled 20 April. The con- 
tractor will have five months to 
clear the area. 

The balance of War II temporary 
housing—201 units—is scheduled 
for disposal by 1 July 1962. They 
are now occupied by 70 families. 

Carson now has 960 sets of 
permanent quarters on post, 40 
apartments in the hospital com- 
plex and 44 spaces for privately- 
owned trailers. 

In addition to post housing, Car- 
son has billeting responsibility for 
125 houses leased in Colorado 
Springs for personnel assigned to 
the Army Air Defense Command.

75 percent of the active duty pay 
of a colonel with over 30 years. 
However, since 1 Oct. 1949, he 
has received retired pay computed 
under .the Career Compensation 


Act of 1949 which is 65 percent of 
the basic pay of a colonel with over 
26 years of service but less than 30. 

The officer claimed that he 
should be given credit for the more 
than four years he spent on the 
retired list since he was given 
credit for it in computing his last 
active duty pay. 

Judge Durfee quoted a section 
of a Senate report, which even- 
tually became part of the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949, which 
killed the retired officer’s chances 
of increased retired pay. 

The section, dealing with time 
‘spent on a retired list, said: 

“|. . members would accrue ad- 
ditional service credit for pay pur- 
poses, while on any retired list 
while receiving retirement pay 
from the Veterans’ Administration, 
or while receiving retainer pay in 
the Fleet Reserve or Fleet Marine 
Corps Reserve, ‘but this additional 
service credit could be used only 
for active-duty pay. Only actual 
active duty service could be used 
to increase retired pay.’” 

Judge Durfee said he understood 
the section to mean that Congress 
prohibited the use of any periods 
of inactive service in arriving at 
the longevity factor in the retired 
pay of those officers retired . for 
other than physical disability. 

Members recalled to active duty 
and retired a second time for phys- 
ical disability are allowed to use 
inactive status in computing re- 
tirement pay.

THE WHOLE THING STARTED 
with an Army “hump” back in 
1940, Extra numbers in grade were 
created to promote 50-year-old 
captains.

‘BUILDING IN BARRELS’ STUDY 


Contents of a Barrel: 
A 16x 24 Foot Shack 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. — ‘Build- 
ings in barrels’ may prove to be 
the answer to one of the Army’s 
logistics problems. 

Currently the subject of 
feasibility study at the Engineer 
Research and Development Labora 
tories, at Fort Belvoir, the con- 
cept of “buildings in barrels” en- 
visions the shipment of barrels of 
liquid plastic to a construction 
site where the chemicals would be 
mixed to form a rigid building ma- 
terial of plastic foam. 

The concept appears to have 
great possibilities from a logisti- 
cal standpoint: Barrels of liquid 
plastic, at a density of approxi- 
mately 60 pounds per cubic foot, 
ean be mixed to form a rigid build- 


ing material of plastic foam at a 
density of approximately two 
pounds per cubic foot, thereby, 
obtaining 30 cubic feet of material 
for each cubic foot shipped. In ad- 
dition, the cost of the material is 
such that it promises a very eco- 
nomical building — $1.50 per cubic 
foot of 1.8 pound per cubic foot 
density foam, or approximately $1 
per pound in the liquid form. 

An experimental building, using 
the “buildings in barrels” theory, 
has been produced by the labora- 
tories. This building, 16 feet wide, 
24 feet long and 9 feet high, 
weighs 552 pounds, but the amount 
of plastic from which it was fabri- 
catéd could be contained in one

At that time there was no re- 
tirement for non-active duty re- 
servists. Reserve retirement (or 
Title III retirement) came along 
in 1948. Then the group of retired 
Reserve officers decided that they 
were entitled to the 75 percent re- 
tired pay of the 1942 act because 
they had served “in any capacity” 
before 12 Nov., 1918, and because 
they were “hereafter retired un- 
der any provision of law.” 

They got two earlier court hear- 
ings, (Berry v. United States and 
Reynolds v. United States), and 
tried hard to sell their claim to 
Congress. They never got a Con- 
gressional hearing. they 
switched strategy and tried the 
Court of Claims again. 

The Court, in the decision hand 
ed down last week, cited lack of 
congressional action over the years 
as evidence that Congress approv 
ed the earlier court decisions. If 
the group makes another try at 
Congress now I imagine it will be 
the other ,way around: Congress 
will cite the court decision to show 
the bill is not justified.

IT IS A strange fact about the 
“Equalization committee” that 
some of their members weren't 
really interested in the extra 
money at all.

The Reserve group likes to point 
out that the 1942 law didn’t men- 
tion Regulars. It just said all 
officers. But the one sticking! 
point that has always been against 
them was that Reserve retirement 
was non-existant in 1942 and Con- 
gress wasn’t likely to refer to 
something that didn’t exist. The 
and Reynolds decisions 
leaned on this when they said the 
1942 law applied to Regulars only 

But the Equalization Committee 
had a new wrinkle this time. It re- 
lied heavily on a later decision 
(Yarnell v. United States) which 
said a man could retire under. one 
statute and receive benefits con 
tained in an earlier statute. 

The group also relied on a 
court rule which says that “when 
the words of a statute convey a 
definite meaning” and involve no 
“absurdity nor contradiction” then 
“the meaning apparent on the face 
of the statute must be accepted.” 
Under this rule, in the test case 
last week, the plaintiff (one of the 
Reserve officers) said the court 
should not look into the legisla- 
tive intent of the law but should 
accept it at face value.

THAT’S A pretty good boxing- 
in movement but Judge Laramore 
(who wrote the opinion) is a 
semantic tactician on his own.

Pershing Rocket Has 
Another Cape Success 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala. — 
The Army’s Pershing ballistic mis- 
sile was successfully tested at Cape 
Canaveral 1 March in a firing using 
all components of its tactical iner- 
tial guidance system. 

The Pershing’s sharply tapered 
warhead section carried a full load 
of instrumentation to transmit to 
ground stations information on the 
functioning of compo ents. 

Brig. Gen. Richard M. Hurst, 
commander of the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency, said the firing sat- 
isfied all test objectives. 

“Tonight’s complete test of 

Pershing’s tactical guidance sys- 

tem marks a major advance in 


the development program,” he 
said. 

During its trip down the Atlantic 
Missile Range, the Persl:ing ejected 
a series of flares to facilitate opti- 
cal tracking of the missile. 

The Pershing is a selective range 
ballistic missile destined to support 
the field Army. The 1 March mis- 
sile was pre-set to travel less than 
maximum range. 

As in all previous tests, the solid 
propellant two-stage missile was 
fired from its mobile transporter- 
erector-launcher. Both stages per- 
formed properly. 

Pershing is being developed un- 
der ABMA’s technical supervision 
by the Martin Co., Orlando, Fila.

Special Forces Reserve 
Unit Sworn In at Kilmer 


CAMP KILMER, N. J. — In a 
special ceremony held here 4 
March, Maj. Gen. Raymond W. 
Curtis, CG, II Corps, administered 
the oath of enlistment to 14 New 
Yorkers who volunteered for the 
Army Special Forces program. 


In keeping with recent presiden- 
tial interest in this highly spe- 
cialized program, Co. B, 11th Spe- 
cial Forces Group, is now one of 
the largest reserve units of this 
type in the United States. 


The unit was first activated at 
Kearny USAR Center on 1 Feb. 
1957. Formed as the 303d SF Det. 
(Arb), the unit started with a 
group of 30 volunteers. It was re- 
organized as the 320th SF Opera- 
tion Det. Airborne, on 2 Nov. 1959, 
and redesignated as Co. B, 11th 
SF Group, Ist Special Forces, on 
1 March 1961. Most of the members 
of the unit live within a 50-mile 
radius of Camp Kilmer; a few 
members live as much as 100 miles 
away. 

This unit is an elite carefully 
screened part of the Army Re- 
serve program. All of the officers 
and men are double volunteers. 
They are parachutists, or have vol- 
unteered for airborne qualification, 
and in time of war are trained to 
operate behind enemy lines.

Eleven States Still Accepting Veteran Bonus Claims 


By LOUIS M. DORSCH 


WASHINGTON — Of the 24 states which authorized 
bonus to World War II veterans, five are still accepting 
claims. Of the 20 states which voted a Korea bonus, six 


are still accepting claims. 


Although the constitutionality of 
the Kentucky bonus law wae re- 
cently upheld by the State Court 
of Appeals, further litigation may 
delay payments three months to a 
year. A group of taxpayers, dissat- 
isfied with the Court of Appeals 
ruling, plan to take the case to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

Meanwhile, Kentucky claims are 
being lined up for payment pend- 
ing final court action and the sale 
of bonds to raise the money. 


HERE IS a State-by-State review 
of eligibility requirements in those 
States which still are accepting ap- 
plications. Note that in practically 
al, cases, if the serviceman himself 
has died, specified survivors may 
collect.

Army Missile Group 
Cites Major Advance 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala— 
The Army Ordnance Missile Com- 
mand has announced the success- 
ful static firing of an improved 
high-energy, solid propellant rock- 
et motor using a lightweight, high 
strength motor case made of titan- 
ium. AOMC called it a major ad- 
vance in missile technology. 

Maj. Gen. John A. Barclay, dep- 
uty commanding general of the 
commanding general of the com- 
mand said the titanium case, al- 
most 30 percent lighter than steel 
cases in use, made the motor “the 
highest performance, full size, 
metallic propulsion unit, pound for 
pound, ever successfully fired in 
the United States.”

BARCLAY SAID an advanced 
solid propellant rocket fuel was 
used in the test at Redstone Arsen- 
al. He termed the 40-second test 
completely successful. 

While—titanium’s weight saving 
characteristic ‘is important, the 
most outstanding property of the 
metal is its durability. 

In tests of its resistance to cor- 
rosive agents, a sub-scale titanium 
case was unharmed after 60 days 
of constant exposure to a salt-water 
spray. Similarly, sub-scale steel 
casings were rendered useless af- 
ter seven to 14 days exposure, 

Durability and resistance to at- 
mospheric conditions are of top 
importance to the Army since mis- 
siles and rockets may be stored 
for months in such widely diver- 
gent climates as Alaska and the 
Panama Canal Zone. 

Pratt and: Whitney Aircraft Co. 
built the case which was designed 
jomtly by Pratt and Whitney and 
the Thiokol Chemical Corp.’s Red- 
stone Division. 

Research into the possible use 
of titanium for rocket motor 
cases was undertaken by P & W 
in Jan. 1959, at the direction of 
the Army Ballistic Missile Agen- 
cy, an element of AOMC.

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EDITORIALS 
The Bolte Findings — I. 


(First of two editorials) 


The Bolte report and recommendations are the prod- 
uct of a committee of eight retired officers of star rank, 
two from each service. This group was asked to examine 
the officer promotion patterns of the four services, as well 
as other matters in the officer career management pro- 
grams. It was to determine if a single, uniform promotion 
system was desirable for all services and should be adopted. 
If so, it was to devise a form for this system. 

The task was finished in less than five months, an as- 
tounding’ accomplishment. So much so, that the methods 
by which the group reached its recommendations deserve 
careful consideration. 

Were the assumptions made and the ground rules set 
up to carry out the deliberations valid in each case? Not 
altogether, we think and will enlarge upon later. 

- In presenting their promotion practices and their opin- 
fons, individual service spokesmen adopted varying ap- 
proaches. Did these permit an objective study? It would 
seem not, as we will try to show. 

If there truly was a problem for the committee to con- 
sider, was it clearly identified and defined? 

Well, it is fairly obvious that problems do exist in 
the officer promotion and career management areas, else 
why would the Defense Department feel it necessary to 
_eonvene the Bolte Committee and to outline a problem area, 
as was done in the “terms of reference paper” of 29 June 
1960? To this official recognition can be added the con- 
tinuing critical comments of members of all services. 


It is not enough, however, to state that a problem | 


exists; it must be identified and defined. 

_ At the Bolte meetings, the Navy and Air Force each 
identified what it considered to be its problems. The Army 
did not. In fact, the Army’s position appears to have been 
that it had no problems relating to officer promotions that 
needed to be the subject of a Defense Department study. 

The Navy and Air Force positions were not the same. 
But both came to the committee with clearly identified needs 
and clearly defined solutions. These solutions could be com- 
bined, with each service giving a little, into a single pro- 
motion system. 

At this point it might be well to consider the makeup 
of the committee and its staff. The senior Army general 
was chairman. He is reported to have taken the position 
that he should “chair” the group and not present a serv- 
ice viewpoint. The second Army member, it is also report- 
ed, adopted a student’s attitude, voting but saying little 
during the deliberations. 

On the other hand, the Marine Corps and Air Force 
members were essentially concerned that the goals set by 
their services were not compromised. For the Air Force, 
this meant that so long as the grade structure was modi- 
fied to permit larger numbers of field grade Air Force of- 
ficers, that service was willing to accept any program that 
allowed an “adequate” promotion flow. The Marine Corps 
members’ concern was that nothing be adopted that would 
reduce the corps’ promotion flow and that steps be taken 
to assure the corps of its general officer strength and 
structure. ; 

_ But the committee also had a staff. Its director was 
an Army major general who, while serving, continued in 
his regular Defense Department position. He was thus un- 
able to devote the time to the committee’s staff work that 
the deputy staff directors, two Navy captains, could and did. 
} During staff (not committee) meetings, the Navy and 
‘Air Force “came to deal.” They had their positions worked 
out, knew what they liked and disliked about their own 
promotion systems, and what changes they could accept. 

The Navy position was essentially this: Its promotion 
methods were sound, but too rigid in such areas as the 
so-called line fraction/running mate system. It was also 
subject to interference by top Navy civilian officials. The 
Navy therefore wanted to preserve its system but to rid 
it of certain restrictions. 

The Air Force position was essentially this: The grade 
structure set in the Officer Grade Limitation Act of 1954 
had created a serious problem of compression in the field 
grades, particularly that of major. If relief were provided 
from this compression, permitting an adequate promotion 
flow, the Air Force would accept almost any workable pro- 
motion system. Within the limits and goals described above 
for the Marine Corps, whose promotion system is essen- 
tially the sameas the Navy’s, it would follow the Navy’s lead. 

Thus all but the Army came to the committee meet-

ings with definite changes and goals in mind. Each serv- 
ice was prepared to justify its proposals, to accept minor 
modifications, and to approve a uniform system. The one 
thing that none was ready to accept was a single Defense 
Department promotion list. This was only briefly consid- 
ered by the committee and was dropped. 

The Army came to the meetings with no particular 
goals in mind. It had not empowered its representatives to 
propose changes (it wanted none), to accept change or to 
“deal” in any way with the other services. 


All of this is clear from reading the Bolte Committee 
report which, while it does not criticize the Army explicitly, 
is critical of a number of aspects of the Army promotion 
program. It has also been pointed up in talks with indi- 
viduals who were closely concerned in the committee’s pro- 
ceedings. The report was drafted by the deputy staff diree- 
tors (witness such language as “members of the healing 
arts,” which is Navy lingo for what the Army calls “the 
medical services”). The committee did not change the sub- 
stance of the report. 

At this point we can answer the questions asked at 
the start of this piece: 

Not one but several problems exist with respect to 
service promotion systems. They were defined in terms of 
their effect on each service and in terms of what each 
service felt would be a desirable solution for it. The Army 
refused to identify its problems. It rejected solutions that 
“outsiders” (who didn’t understand the Army) were in- 
clined to propose. 

With such an approach, and with the extension of the 
committee’s interest—necessarily, in our opinion—to other 
aspects of officer career management, it was extremely dif- 
ficult for the committee to be objective in its deliberations. 

The approach adopted by the services. other than the 
Army in their presentations to the committee were essen- 
tially “practical,” aimed at finding immediate solutions. to 
immediate problems. They paid little heed to any under- 
lying promotion philosophy. Yet the report calls for revo- 
lutionary changes in Army and Air Force promotion poli- 
cies, even while Army officials are claiming that it is de- 


batable whether changes are needed. To this we can only: 


say that further debate certainly is needed. 

In view of the assumptions made by the Bolte Com- 
mittee, we question if the necessary debate has yet taken 
place. It seems.doubtful to us that a sufficiently deep re- 
view of the underlying concepts for a-promotion system tai- 
lored to Army needs has been made. We are not yet ready 
to accept the idea that the recommendations made by the 
Bolte Committee would fit the Army’s needs if such a fun- 
damental review is undertaken.

| with rather jaundiced eyes watch- 


ing the attempts of the services 
to justify President Kennedy’s 
lifting. of the regulation. banning 
dependent travel. I am entirely 
in favor of the action of our Pres- 
ident in rectifying a mistake that 
been made which was prej- 
udicial to the military, but my 
cynical attitude is derived frem 
the present methods the military 
is now using to save the govern- 
ment the $80 per individual. 

There are many, many ways in 
which the services can save Uncle 
Sam’s gold, but the big money lies 
in a thorough housecleaning which 
I don’t think the services are ge- 
ing to undertake. There are a lot - 
of jobs overseas (and in the States, 
too) that could be entirely abol- 
ished but that would mean per- 
haps doing away with a job of a 
man prominent in the community 
or well liked by a majority of the 
men he works for. 


So many positions were estab 
lished soon after the war ended 
but their need is not as great 
now, or perhaps the position has 
assumed a higher rating than is 
necessary. During a recent anal- 
ysis here of the job descriptions 
of several civilians it was found 
they were being paid for far mere 
than they were actually aeccom- 
plishing. A downgrade in posi- 
tion is now in the offing but with 
the pressure being exerted on 
some of the supervisors it is doubt- 
ful that the reductions will ac- 
tually take place. It is more likely 
that the work done by these in- 
dividuals will be padded to jus- 
tify their present rates. That is 
no way to save money for the U.S.! 

Another and very important way 
to save money is to see that the 
military overseas do their jobs bet- 
ter than they are doing them now. 
So many just don’t take the in- 
terest to learn the fine points of 
their assignment — particularly as 
far as contracts are concerned in 
their dealings with other coin- 
tries. 

A businessman is the same all 
over the world.. He is out to get 
as much as possible for his com- 
pany. Too often a military man 
does not think of himself as a 


, businessman and -he lets. the “oth- 


er fellow” get the best of the bar- 
gain. Too many of Uncle Sam’s 
dollars are falling by the wayside 
because our men in uniform are 
not reading the fine points of the 
contracts. 

Another saving could be in a 
tighter control of ‘the give-away 
under the suggestion programs. 
It’s all right to want new sug- 
gestions and new ways of doing 
things, but if such suggestions are 
within the suggestor’s own job de- 
scription—in other words, he is 
being paid to do the job anyway. 

Another very ironic thing to me 


‘is forcihly to retire an able man 


when.he reaches 20 years service 
and then rehire him in a govern- 
ment civilian capacity at _some- 
times more money than he get in 
the service. Where is the saving 
there? 

The easy way out of this whole 
situation is for the commanding

Reds’ Latest Hits 
A Blue Note

THE Russians have gone too dad-blamed far, doggone it. 
I laughed when they claimed to have invented the tele- 
phone, baseball and the 17-inch picture tube. But now a 
learned Russian music critic has claimed that jazz was in- 
vented in the Black Sea port of Odessa. 


The Rus- 
sian jazz 
claim was put 
forth by 65- 
year - old 
Leonid Osipo- 
vich Utycsov 
in the latest 
issue of the 
magazine So- 
viet Culture. 
Utyosov, an 
expert on 
oO, eras and 
symphonies as 
well as jazz, explains that im- 
provisation is the cornerstone of 
jazz, and that long ago Odessa 
musicians used to improvise 
when they played at weddings. 

This latest Soviet claim is 
truly surprising because for 
many years, the Russians have 
been attacking jazz-as the sound 
of capitalist decadence. Now 
Utyosov takes it all back, saying 
“jazz isn’t a synonym of imperial- 
ism and the saxophone wasn't 
born of colonialism.” 

I’m sort of: glad that the Rus- 
sians have removed the Wall 
Street tag from American jazz. I 
went down to Wall Street once, 
and nowhere did I see or hear 
combos of capitalists strumming 
their banjos or playirg pianos 
eight to the bar (up from 6 and 
% to the bar since the Kennedy 
administration took over). I did 
spend considerable time in New 
Orleans, however, when I was in 
residence at Camp Shelby, Miss., 
and I did hear jazz played all 
over the French Quarter. It 
didn’t sound very Russian to me.

IF WHAT Mr. Utyosov claims 
is true, the entire history of jazz 
will have to be rewritten. In- 
stead of the music coming up 
the Mississippi River from New 
Orleans, we would have to admit 
it came up the Dniester from 
Odessa. And as the Volga boat- 
men did the two-steppe to “Sweet 
Georgia Brown” (that’s the So- 
viet state of Georgia, of course) 
they would give out the news 
that the Southland (Odessa is at 
the extreme south of Russia) 
gave birth to the blues. Except 
that the Soviets wouldn’t sing 
the blues, they’d sing the reds. 
So the “St. Louis Blues” really 
is the “St. Petersburg Reds.” 

According to, the Russians, 
Satchmo Sergeivich -must have 
been playing such songs as “Mos- 
cow Ramble” and “Way Down 
Yonder .in Novocherkassk” in 
the honky tonks and_sportin’ 
houses of Old Odessa. And 
“Samovar Days, Ural Gonna Miss 
Me, Honey” used to be played by

WE ALL KNOW how the So- 
viets hate royalty, and if the So- 
viet interpretation of jazz his- 
tory is correct, there- would have 
to- be considerable - -changes 
made, Duke Ellingten, Count 
Basie, King Oliver, Earl Hines— 
all would have to change their 
regal names to Comrade. Can 


you imagine Comrade Ellington 
at the piano, or Comrade Basie 
leading his orchestra in what 
used to be the “Royal Garden 
Blues,” and which has now be- 
come the “Proletarian Garden 
Reds”? I can’t. 

The Russians might lay claim 
to “How High the Moon,” in view 
of their Sputnik successes. And 
they might claim “Red Sails in 
the Sunset” and Red Norvo. But 
how would they claim “When 
the Saints Go Marching In’?

Marching In” just doesn’t swing,

THE RUSSIANS have made 
some fantastic claims in the past, 
but I doubt whether they have 
the guts to claim Satchmo Arm- 
strong as a member of the 
struggling Soviet proletarian 
masses. If they want to change 
“Bourbon Street Parade” to 
“Vodka Street Parade”, okay, let 
them. But we'll never relin- 
quish our claim to Ella Fitz- 
gerald, Dixieland style (who ever 
heard of jazz played Murmansk 
style?) or Benny Goodman. And 
in the East-West struggle for the 
minds of men, I doubt whether 
any of the neutral people will 
believe Russian claims to Dizzy 
Gillespie, Jelly Roll Morton, 
Thelonious Monk, Bo Diddley, 
“Muskrat Ramble”, Cannonball 
Adderly, “Rag Mop” or “Goin’ 
to Chicago” (who ever heard a 
jazz band play “Goin’ to Chka- 
lov”?). 

If the Russians can show me 
one recording of Wingy Manone 
playing “Back Home in Odessa”, 
or Billie Holliday singing “Bul- 
ganin, Won’t You Please Come 
Home?”, concede their 
claims, Otherwise, Mr. Utyosov, 
you’ve gone too doggone far.

Negroes with the North

~ Negroes were not admitted to the Regular Establishment until 
after the Civil War, when the word “white” was stricken from the 


original Militia Act. 


During that bitter strife, except for two Massachusetts regiments, 
all colored troops were mustered directly into federal service. 
Known first as the Corps D’Afrique, they became by the spring of 
1864 the U.S. Colored Troops, 138 regiments in all. 

Negro Sergeant Crockett, 62d U.S. Colored Infantry, the last 
man to be wounded in the Civil War, was hit in the leg 13 May, 
1865, during the battle of Palmetto Ranch, Boca Chico Strait, Tex. 
He bound his wound with his handkerchief and remained in action 


until the fight was over. 


Crockett was one of 200,000 Negro soldiers who served the: 
In all, 29,298 were killed, without a doubt the highest -mor- 


Union. 
tality rate of all combatants. 


General Weitzel’s 25th Corps was all-Negro. General Butler, 
especially proud to command them,-told the historian Benson Lossing 
that 1000 of his Negro soldiers, or one-third of those committed, were 


casualties at the battle of Spring Hill. 


“Never,” Lossing quoted him, 


“was a charge more gallantly made, or works more speedily carried. 
The troops never faltered. Some of the companies, by the loss of 
their officers, wefe under the command of their colored sergeants 
only. -As I could not promote these men to officers for that: gallan- 
try, and as Congress had made no provision for a medal for colored 
troops, I determined te have one struck, and designed the one you 
have, some 200 of which were afterward distributed to these brave 
men, the only.silver medals given to private soldiers during the war.” 

During the reorganization of the Army in 1866, the 38th, 39th, 
40th, and 4ist-Infantries were consolidated into ‘the all-Negro 24th 
and 25th, beginning a long and honorable service that was terminated 


in 1950-51 by integration.

- As a result, the Army has been 
handicapped in presenting itself 
to the public. It doesn’t have 


glamor weapons like airplanes or | 


submarines which the public can 
admire. It has attempted to 
identify itself with big missiles-— 
the Jupiter, the Nike Zeus and 
the Saturn. The Saturn has been 
given to NASA, The Zeus is far 
from production. The Jupiter 
has been transferred to the Air 
Force. 

Attempts to glamorize the 
Army by publicizing the Per- 
shing, Davy Crockett, the tank, 
the APC and large land or am- 
phibious cargo vehicles have 
failed. These weapons just can- 
not be invested with glamor. 


THUS the Army must publi- 
cize itself in terms of men. It 
has tried to do so by pointing 
out that “man is the ‘ultimate 
weapon’.” Every service is made 
up of men, though. The public 
hasn’t yet been sold on the idea 
that men occupy a special place 
in the Army. 

But men organized into units 
are peculiar to the Army (and 
the Marine Corps). It is possible 
to present units. to the general 
public in such a way that the 
unit becomes glamorous. The 
glamor of specially identified 
units can invest not only the 
unit but both its members (in- 
dividual men) and the Army. 

How are units glamorized? 

Here is where Special Forces 


offers the object lesson. Their 
glamor rests mainly in their mis- 
sion, but also in their training, 
in the fact that only those with 
particular skills can become Spe- 
cial Force troopers. The Special 
Force trooper, thus, becomes a 
distinctive individual with whom 
the general public can identify. 

BUT there are other ways to 
“glamorize” a unit. The history 
and past service of a particular 
unit can be built up and made 
special in the eyes of ‘he public. 

The special requirements of a 
unit for particular skills can 
make it tough to get into and 
therefore glamorous. 

The Army has tried to make 
skill, manliness, mission, selec- 
tivity characteristics of branches 
or of the Army as a whole. And 
this has been difficult to sell the 
public which sees the Army hav- 
ing to depend on the draft to get 
enough men. 

But if the Army showed that 
these were characteristics of se- 
lected units, the public would 
buy the idea. 

IT IS A FACT that if a part 
of an organization is attractive, 
the whole organization benefits. 
Theoretically, it is logical not to 
“sell” one unit at the expense of 
another within the same organi- 
zation. Practically, the “selling” 
of one unit can benefit others. 


People tend to believe that if 
part of the whole is good or 
glamorous or in some other way 
special and attractive, the whele 
is, too.

HE FAMOUS “leak” which has stirred up so much 
excitement in Washington—based on a reported rec- 
ommendation by Secretary of State Rusk that we place 


Jess emphasis on massive nuclear 
retaliation as a deterrent for all 
degrees of threatened aggression 
—appears to have been devised 
by anxious partisans of big mis- 
siles who are beginning to worry 
about the handwriting they 
think they see on the Pentagon 
wall. 

From what can be learned on 
reliable authority, the “new 
frontier” defense leadership is 
by no means convinced, that we 
should go on piling up ponder- 
ous nuclear weapong at the ex- 
pense of non-nuclear means of 
dealing with limited aggressions 
and threats of various kinds. 

Quite logically, the task forces 
(in consultation with the State 
Department) which have been 
working under Defense Secre- 
tary McNamara to carry out 
President Kennedy’s order for 
a re-survey of our defense prob- 
lems are coming around to the 
conclusion that we are over- 
armed for massive retaliation— 
to the extent that the Soviet 
Union would be committing sui- 
cide if it drove us to the point 
of actually using this form of 
warfare. 

ALSO quite logically, these 
groups have trouble in bringing 
themselves to believe that Mr. 
Khrushchev and his colleagues 
have any intention of committing 
suicide. The rather appalling 
mess in the build-up of the mis- 
sile launching sites for the Atlas 
and Titan weapons appears, in 
large part, to have been due to 
a frantic desire by the propon- 
ents of these ponderous systems 


Army Loses 
$300,000 
To College 


WASHINGTON — The Army 
has decided not to accept $300,000 
left by the widow of a general to 
build a memorial guest house at 
West Point. 


The money was bequeathed by 
Mrs. Mary Williams Crozier who 
died in Washington in Aug. 1955. 

The money was left on condi- 
tion that the government would 
erect the structure on a particular 
site within five years of her death. 
The rest of the estate was be- 
queathed to Connecticut College, 
New London, Conn. 

Two suits were filed over the 
will. The government filed 2% 
years ago in District Court here 
and won a ruling allowing the 
Army to use the money for a wing 
of another building housing gradu- 
ates visiting the academy. 

Connecticut College filed a 
counter-suit claiming that the 
Army’s use of the money was not 
in accordance with the will. Last 
March the U.S. Court of Appeals 
ruled that the government would 
have to follow the will’s terms, 
erecting a separate building with- 
in five years. 


The time limit expired last 
August and the money goes to 


Connecticut College. 


to rush into operational status 
as quickly as possible. 

Thus the development stage 
and the production stage of the 
weapons and the site equipment 
were telescoped, so that constant 
delays resulted, due to design 
changes interfering with orderly

On top of this, there appears 
to be grave doubt as to whether 
the USSR is at present attempt- 
ing any spectacular build-up of 
its own heavy missile program— 
for other than space booster pur- 
poses, i.e, Advertising. 


ALL of this was foreshadowed 
by Secretary McNamara’s rather 
incautiously expressed doubts re- 
garding whether there was any 
such thing as a missile gap, in 
terms of a serious deficiency in 
our security against a surprise 
nuclear holocaust. 

Likewise, a fact which has 
deeply impressed the “new fron- 
tier” students of U.S. strategic 
policy is that over-spending on 
big missiles has seriously im- 
p2ired the weight and reaction. 
time of our capability for dealing 
with lesser threats. 

Thus from the missile-men’s 
viewpoint, there appears a most 
disturbing prospect: that some 
planned spending on hesvy mis- 
siles may be diverted to in- 
creased procurement and accel- 
eration of conventional - type 
armaments for the Army, Navy, 
Marines and Tactical Air Com- 
mand. 

IF such a decision is to be 
made, now is the time to do it, 
when lagging missile-base con- 
struction for Atlas and Titan can 
be written off before more good 
money is sent after bad. Some 
of the missiles themselves can 
be diverted to our own épace 
programs. 

Any slack in future nuclear 
striking power can be made up 
for by acceleration of the sea- 
based Polaris (including Polaris 
in surface ships, long opposed 
by the big missile group) and 
by further development of air- 
borne weapons and of the long- 
delayed and nuclear-powered air- 
plane (or even seaplane?). 

The attraction of all forms of 
mobile weaponry (as opposed to 
fixed base weaponry) for the im- 
aginative thinkers of the new 
frontier has become painfully ap- 
parent in recent weeks to those 
who have been taking note of 
stray comments to be heard in 
Pentagon corridors and _ else- 
where. 

The Rusk “leak,” so alarming 
at first to some of our allies, may 
well have been devised as a coun- 
ter-measure to these omens of 
doom. What seems to be in dan- 
ger—real danger, one must re- 
joice to say—is the Fortress 
America concept of a nation 
studded with giant missile bases 
and immobilized as the most vul- 
nerable sitting-duck target that 
a Soviet missileer (who has to 
sit still anyway because of 
geography) could hope to be pre- 
sented with.

‘Lowe, Father of Army Flying, 


Well Known for Many Firsts 


By Sp4 BOB MERISON 


FORT RUCKER, Ala.—The use ef aviation against an enemy on the battlefield has 
come a long way since one of its forefathers—Professor Thaddeus Sobieski Constantine 
Lowe—first used it in the Civil War 100 years ago. 


Lowe, for whom the Army Avia- 
tion Center’s Lowe Army Airfield 
is named, is regarded as the 
“father of Army Aviation” be- 
eause of his early use of balloons 
fer aeria] combat reconnaissance. 

A native of New Hampshire, 
Lowe. was interested in ballooning 
from his youth. He made his first 
balloon “flight in 1858 in Ottawa, 
Canada, as part of the celebration 
of the laying of the Atlantic cable. 

Later he built a gigantic bal- 
loon to carry him across the At- 
lantic, but his sausage-shaped 
monster was damaged beyond 
repair before it could be used. 
Lowe didn’t give up his dream 
of long-distance balooning how- 
ever, and the next year, 1861, 
he built a smaller bag. 

Starting at Cincinnati, Lowe 
drifted some 900 miles in nine 
hours, landing at Pea Ridge, S. C. 
Since Fort Sumter had been fired 
upon, opening the Civil War only 
a week before, Lowe, falling out 
of the skies in his balloon, was 
quiekly arrested as a Union spy. 


Fortunately, a Pea Ridge resi- 
dent knew Lowe and saved him 
from mob violence by testifying to 
his non-military background. After 
this experience, Lowe claimed. the 
distinction of having been the 
“first prisoner” of the Civil War.

military balloon corps and became 
ge first chief of aeronau- 

This revolutionary but ill-fated 
organization rendered valuable ser- 
vice during its short existence— 
some 40 years before the Wright 
brothers got their first airplane off 
the ground. 

Lowe’s first military balleon 
ascent was over the Battle of 
Bull Run, where he discovered 
the victorious Confederate 
Army’s position and issued the 
aerial military report. His re- 
ports helped allay the panic that 
gripped Washington after the 
demoralizing Bull Run defeat. 
This was the first use of aerial 
combat reconnaissance, a_ tool 
that would later save countless 
lives in future confiicts. 


Lowe’s Balloon Corps consisted 
of seven balloons of different sizes, 
costing up to $1500 each. Later in 
his work, Lowe turned the coal 
barge G. W. Parks in the first U. S. 
aircraft carrier by making ascen- 
sions from it to observe enemy 
movements. 


Over 3000 ascents were made by 


Lowe and his Balloon Corps to ob-. 


serve enemy troop movements, di- 
rect artillery fire, and map and 
telegraph information. Estimates 
of the size of enemy camps were 
made by counting tent lights at 
night.

INDIRECTLY, Lowe’s hydrogen- 
filled bags could probably claim 
credit for starting the first use of 
anti-aircraft fire, since many of his 
missions were carried out under 
heavy artillery and small arms fire. 
Some of the principles Lowe used 
in his first aerial reconnaissance 
flights are still used. 

Lowe’s Balloon Corps is credited 
with saving Union forces from an- 
nihilation at the battles of Fair 
Oaks and Gaines Mills, Va., and 
at least two battles were claimed 
Union victories as a result of 
Lowe’s aerial manuevering. 

The Confederate forces, realiz- 
ing the balloon’s potential danger, 


ordered every soldier to shoot at 
balloons on sight. This gave Lowe 
the reputation of being the Civil 
War’s “most shot-at soldier.” 

Also, the Confederates were 
well aware of the balloons’ value 
and despite a scarcity of silk and 
other materials, they launched one 
balloon in 1862. This was used 
effectively for only a few weeks, 
however, before it was captured by 
Federal troops. 


DESPITE its effectiveness, the 
Balloon Corps ran into difficulties. 
The Corps transferred from one 
military branch to another while 
Lowe, who had no military com- 
mission, could not deal with the 
perplexed officers who were sud- 
denly put in charge of such a 
unique organization. 

Balloons were not used after 
the battle of Chancellorsville in 
May, 1863, and a month later the 
Aeronautic Department, a cas- 
ualty of red tape and its own 
uniqueness, was disbanded — 
two years before the war’s end. 
Thus, the full potential of bal- 
loons for aerial reconnaissance 
Was never reached during the 
Civil War. 

However, Count Von Zeppelin of 
Germany, sent to this country as a 
military observer, was deeply im- 


pressed with -Lowe’s pioneering 


efforts. Later, Lowe’s work took 
form in the long-range recon- 
naissance bomber Zeppelins which 
raided England during World War 
I and in the use of aerial recon- 
naissance during War II and Ko- 
rea. 

The Germans, and later the U.S. 
used the knowledge Lowe could 
not impress upon his own people 
and realized the full potential of 
the balloon in an aerial recon role 


Besides performing the first 
aerial reconnaissance, Lowe, work- 
ing with Matthew Brady, the 
famed Civil War photographer, is 
credited with taking the first aerial 
photographs. Lowe also sent the 
first telegraph message from a bal- 
loon to President Lincoln in June 
1861.

5 DEATHS IN CANVAS TOP TRUCKS 


Roll Bars May Aid Driver Safety 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE RANGE, N.M.—A 
shake-rattle-and-roll demonstration that saw a worn- 


equipment on more formal race tracks — that he 


out Army truck intentionally overturned at high 
speed may provide added safety for the men who 
test the missiles at White Sands Missile Range. 

Because five deaths in the last twelve months 
were attributed to a canvas-roofed three-quarter ton 
trucks used on the graded roads that wind the 100- 
mile length of the range, a feature, familiar to race 
track drivers, has been tested for use on the trucks. 

Combined with safety belts, a set of heavy 
metal roll bars—one behind the cab and one on 
the front bumper—gives promise of eliminating 
the fatal crushing accidents in which the canvas 
roof fails te hold an overturned truck of this type 
off its occupants. 

The safety measure is the product of the com- 
bined thinking of two WSMR agencies, plus the ad- 
vice and testing techniques of last year’s Truth 
or Consequences International Jeep Derby cham- 
pions. 

The agencies are the provost marshal office and 
post ordnance. The Jeep Derby champs are Critt 
Ceburn and his co-pilot, Howard Berry, both Las 
Cruces men employed at the White Sands Post 
Ordnance. 

So sure was Coburn that the roll bars would 
solve the safety problem — he and Berry used a 
similar setup on the jeep they drove to first place in 
the annual T or C race and have worked with the 


volunteered to ride the cab of the “guinea pig” 
truck. 

However, Capt. Orby Swanner, assistant opera- 
tions officer in the provost marshal division, and 
Maj. Nick Stams, chief of post ordnance, vetoed this 
proposal. 

Stams and Swanner, two of several men who 
worked closest to the project, installed a pair of 
shock-cast dummies in the vehicle instead. 

The roll-over truck, salvaged and patched up 
enough to roll, was pushed: by a second vehicle 
driven by Berry. Coburn, in true stagecoach style, 
guided the test truck by reins attached to the 
steering wheel. 

The roll-over was accomplished by powering 
the vehicle’s left front and rear wheels onto an 
inclined ramp, then cutting the front wheels and 
letting gravity take its course. A steep embank- 
ment on the right side of the ramp insured the 
salvaged truck’s rolling over at least once. 

The test, witnessed by WSMR commanding of- 
ficer Brig. Gen. John G. Shinkle as well as provost 
marshal Lt. Col: Byron King and consolidated sup- 
ply chief Lt. Col. John Jordan, indicated the roll 
bars may mean the end to fatal rollovers in the 
eanvas-top three-quarter.

Army almost four years, lost his 
life 17 November doing the two 
jobs he liked best. An Army 
medie with the lst How. Bn., 92d 
Arty. at Fort Bragg, Lightfoot 
was rushing a patient to the hos- 
pital at the North Carolina post 
when his jeep had a blowout and 
overturned, fatally injuring the 
Portsmouth soldier. 


“He would have been 23 years 
old on Thanksgiving Day,” his 
mother said. “Just before he ae- 
cident, he had written me a letter 
to tell me he would be home for 
the holiday. 


“DON’T GO-to any trouble for 
my visit,” he said, “because I’m 
going to bring home a turkey and 
a cake.” 

Instead of a visit from her son on 
Thanksgiving Day, Mrs. Ward got 
a message from the Army. inform- 
ing her of his fatal accident. But 
she was visibly proud here recent- 
ly when Col. Paul R. Jeffrey, Fort 
Monroe post commander, pinned 
her sons decoration over her heart 
as officers and enlisted personnel 
of the Chesapeake Bay head- 
quarters stood stiffly at attention 
to hear Maj. Larry O. Leas, post ad- 
jutant, read the Army’s last tribute 
te her son. 

Specialist Lightfoot, according to 
the citation accompanying the com- 
mendation, was primarily a medical 
specialist for his Fort Bragg unit. 
Through his skill, knowledge and 
constant dedication to duty, the 
message said, he was largely re- 
sponsible for an appreciable de- 
cline in the sick rate of the bat- 
talion during field training exer- 
cises. 

During his assignment at Bragg, 
and in addition to his medical du- 
ties Lightfoot served as mail clerk 
for his battalion. His knowledge of 
the Army postal system and the 
manner in which he performed this 
additional duty won “superior” 
ratings for the battalion mai! reom 
from inspectaters, the Army said.

Speech Clinic Rids Students 
Pronunciation ‘Bloopers’ 


PRESIDO OF MONTEREY, Calif.— Your pronunciation, say the experts, stops 


growing when you are 13 years old. 


It happens to nearly everyone, and because it affects 


some worse than others, it has posed quite a problem for teachers at the Army Lan- 


guage School. 


Until you are. 13, you acquire 
speech habits, but after that age 
your habits: are set; and according- 
ly it takes a great-deal more effort 
te acquire new speech habits, es- 
pecially when it-comes to produc- 
ing the unfamiliar sounds of a new 
language. 

ALS instructors know that mis- 
prouncing a language can easily 
lead to dire consequences. One 
case involved an American Army 
_sergeant stationed in Iran. The ser- 
geant caused a near-riot in a native 
cafe by insisting upon calling an 
Iranian soldier “saerboz’” — “goat 
head” in Persian, and a gross in- 
sult. 

It was an innocent mistake, how- 
ever, for if he had pronounced but 
ene letter slightly differently, alli 
would have been peace. The Per- 
sian word for “soldier” is “saer- 
baz,” which the sergeant was trying 
to say all along. 

One of the Russian instructors is 
fond of telling this story to his 
class. At a diplomatic ball in Mos- 
cow a Czech colonel wanted to 
compliment his dancing partner, 
the wife of a Russian diplomat. 
“You have a beautiful wife,” he 
told the man. To his dismay, the 
woman refused to dance with him 
any more. It was not until later 
that he learned his mistake. He 
had used the Czech word for beau- 
tiful, which is similar, but in Rus- 
sian means red belly. 

Nor are diplomats themselves 
immune from making bloopers. An 
official at the American embassy 
in Sophia, Bulgaria, turned to the 
government official seated next to 
him at the dinner table to take 
issue politely with a remark made 
by the Bulgarian’s wife. Proud of 
his newly acquired knowledge of 
the native tongue, he managed to 
mispronounce the word ‘krivo,’ 
meaning ‘wrong.’ “Tja e kravo,” he 
said: “Your wife is a cow.” 

Students at the Army Language 
School are taught to avoid these 
critical blunders at the school’s 
speech clinic.

MANY OF THE SCHOOL’S ad- 
mirers think the ALS achieves 
miraculous results and have often 
thought people at the Presidio must 
“do it with mirrors.” 

They do, in a way. Learning a 
new language is much more intri- 
eate than merely reading a pho- 
netic transcription of new words, 
simply because there are many 
sounds that do not exist in Eng- 
lish. Arabs, for instance, speak 
from deep in their throats, while 
Russians use many non-English 
sounds formed on the roof of the 
mouth.

Hence, to cope with the transi- 
tion from English to a foreign 
tongue, ALS teachers actually do 
use mirrors in the pronunciation 
clinic. The shape of the mouth and 
the placement of the tongue are 
extremely important in producing 
new sounds, and the student fre- 
quently is asked to watch himself 
in the mirror while he tries to 
mimic his instructor. 


Early in its history, the Army 
Language School found that too 
much valuable class time was 
spent in correcting the speaking 
errors of only a few students. Al- 
though the classes were very 
small already—a maximum of 
eight students in each—individual 
instruction seemed to be the only 
solution. As a result, the Army de- 
cided to institute a new kind of 
speech clinic. 


What their plans called for, in 
effect, was a radical departure 
from ‘the traditional speech clinic, 
which corrected fault’s in one’s 
native tongue. Instructors at the 
new speech clinic would have to 
struggle with the student’s transi- 
tion from speaking in one language, 
English, to speaking a new tongue. 

+ 

STUDENTS AT ALS work under 
an intensive schedule of six hours 
of class daily and three hours of 
homework at night. Some manage 
to put in an additional two hours 
of work a week at the speech clinic, 
while others might need only 15 
minutes a week. Many are flexible 
enough as imitators to need no ex- 
tra instruction. 


But others do, and in class the 
instructors are sometimes con- 
fronted with a situation in which 
the student misunderstands a word. 
He might be asked a question 
whose key word begins with “k,” 
and the-student will respond with 
a similar word of different mean- 
ing, beginning with “p.” In some 
cases the question will be repeated 
three or four times with the same 
incorrect reply, the student think- 
ing all along that he is in the 
right and that somehow the in- 
structor has lost his hearing or 
his reason. 

From experience, the instructor 
knows that if the student learns 
to pronounce correctly, he will 
hear correctly; so he sends the stu- 
dent to the speech clinic. 

Therapy at the speech clinic 
aims at creating an informal at- 
mosphere in which the student can 
speak freely about his pronuncia- 
tion difficulties; and amazingly 
enough, faults are usually correct- 
ed within a short time. The stud- 
ent is drilled on frequently mis- 
pronounced words, mainly by try- 
ing to mimic. his instructor. By us- 
ing a tape recorder, he is ab’ 
hear his pregress. 

Actually, learning by imitation 
can sometimes be a hit-or-miss

proposition. When we first hear a 
foreign tongue, we catch only the 
sounds that are common with the 
English. language. We cannot hear 
the sounds unique to the new lan- 
guage until we experiment and are 
able to produce these sounds our- 
selves. 


IT IS A CURIOUS relation that 
exists between hearing and speak- 
ing, and that is why the instructor, 
besides using the imitation techni- 
que, usually explains how the 
sounds are made physiologically, 
using charts and illustrations to 
help the student visualize what is 
to go on within his vocal apparatus. 

Ideally, the Army Language 
School aims at training its stu- 
dents to speak “like a native” by 
the time they’re through with the 
courses, which are usually nine to 
12 months in duration. 

Since ALS students are beyond 
the “natural” learning years, it is 
remarkable how many students 
achieve this goal. But in the great 
majority of cases, the instructor 
has to be satisfied with a close 
approximation to native talk. 

In all cases the ALS student is 
able to communicate effectively 
with nearly every dialectic group 
of the target language. 

He has to. When graduates leave 
the Presidio they are often bound 
for important posts overseas, 
where contact with people in 
foreign lands is an important fac- 
tor in the struggle for men’s minds. 

With every soldier a potential 
American ambassador of good will, 
it is essential that he go equipped 
with the proper linguistic creden- 
tials. The ALS speech clinic helps

It’s worse. During Panama’s dry 
season, and this was the dry sea- 
son, it is much like a white dusty 
chalk and it blows everywhere. The 
wind picks up the stuff like Charlie 
Gehringer fielding grounders and 
it makes even a well-tanned Pana- 
manian look like a clown. It gets in 
a man’s eyes, nose, mouth and 
craw. 

Eight miles back from the drop 
zone a bumpy, dusty _ half-hour 
later, in the woods at the Aggres- 
sor Command Post, Maj. Francis 
Garner, an advisor from the Ag- 
gressor Center at Fort Riley, Kans., 
explained his view of the exercise 
bluntly and with conviction: “These 
men are doing a hell of a fine job. 
If they let the war go the way it 
should go, I think the Aggressors 
would win.” 

Garner and three men from the 
Aggressor Center were here to in- 
struct members of three companies 
of the 2d BG, 10th Infantry, sta- 
tioned at the Canal Zone’s Fort 
Davis, in Aggressor techniques. 
One of the men, SFC Gerald Gulick 
said: “These men are very good, 
and they need this. It’s good for 
them.” SSgt. James A. Jackaway, 
who has been with the Aggressor 
Center for seven years, added: 
“lve taken part in 11 similar 
maneuvers on the Aggressor side 
and this is good. Very well 
planned.” 

Maj. Bill Blalock, of the Aggres- 
sor regimental staff, pointed out 
the value of being on the doomed- 
to-lose side. “We can see every 
mistake in the book the other 
troops are making.” He also talked 
with relish and enthusiasm about 
the activation ceremonies the day 
before, with 603 men taking part. 
The “foreign” flag was raised, a 
drill team with a wild step strutted 
its stuff and a sense of morale was 
apparent.

MOMENTS LATER, not far 
away, a man claiming to be a Pana- 
manian looking for wild horses was 
inside a PW cage being interro- 
gated in Spanish by SSgt. Fran- 
cisco Sanchez, the other member 
of the Aggressor Center team. 
Army Times couldn’t get the 82d 
Airborne Division soldier’s name 
because he wasn’t a soldier, he was 
a “Panamanian.” Only trouble was. 
despite the soldier’s excellent act- 
ing and disguise, his stomach 
simply wasn’t tanned enough to 
pose as a Panamanian. And he was 
too fat. This was one spy destined 
not to make it despite what ap- 
peared to be superb training for 
the assignment. 

Moving into the field of action, 
an Aggressor chopper was seen 
making a propaganda leaflet drop 
as “Maj. Roman Tedelski” (real 
name Capt. Robert Longfellow, CO 
of Co. D, 2d BG, 10th Infantry) 
explained how his men were about 
to withdraw and regroup for a 
counterattack an hour or so later 
at 1200, 

Were his men getting anything 
out of the fun and games? 

“Definitely,” he replied, 
very worthwhile.” 

The withdrawal was covered 
with smoke, and soon we were off 
to find the forward CP. This wasn’t 
easy.

A WELL-INFORMED colonel 
tried to help—he contacted the 
control center by radio — and 
studied the maps. We were told 
something about turning onto an 
“old cow path” after “you go over 
a ford” a mile or so down the 
road, or something like that, but 
the problem of discovering the for- 
ward CP wasn’t easy even. when 
you had the information. This was 
a good forward CP as well as one 
that was moving frequently. 

After the forward CP was finally 
found (and it had moved away 
from the cow path) a PFC in the 
U.S. Army was found to be a cap- 


tain in the Aggressor outfit. “Capt. 
Augusta Ricardi” (actually PFC 
Richard Micallef) said he felt 
“pretty good” about the promotion 
and was “much impressed with the 
effort everyone is going to.” Nor- 
mally a radio telephone operator, 
Micallef was serving as operations 
Officer. 

“Cpl. Lorenzo Van Clack” (SFC 
Lorenzo Clark) was busy setting 
up a defensive position while “Sgt. 
Ponce “Soto” (Sp5 Edwin 
Solano) admitted that the “enemy 
troops were aggressive and were 
coordinating the attack well.” 

“Pvt. Eric Hatcheck” (Sp4 Gor- 
don Hatch) kept busy on the radio 
and reported that the communica- 
tions set-up was “very good.” This 
kind of enthusiasm for playing Ag- 
gressor, though certain to lose in 
an alloted time period, prevailed 
throughout the Aggressor outfit. 
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CALICHE presented the en- 
gineer company involved in ground 
work for the exercise (the 518th 
Engineer Co. of Fort Kobbe) with 
special problems. As the com- 
pany’s picture book first sergeant, 
Bruce Hassler, summed up: “Cali- 
che is a continuous struggle out 
here. During the dry season we’re 
faced with winds and dust. In some 
areas there are banks of the stuff. 
And during the rainy season the 
caliche turns into a glue. It has a 
suction action.” 


The engineer company came to 
Rio Hato on 9 January, nearly two 
months before the exercise began. 
In addition to building aid stations, 
latrines, and preparing the drop 
zone and demonstration area, the 
unit rebuilt roads and put in four 
concrete fords. One of the fords 
crossed by Army Times—Lucks’ 
Ford—took about three weeks. It 
was named after platoon leader 2d 
Lt. Michael Lucks. 


Despite the heat and dust (“You 
get used to it,” said Sgt. Andrew 
Rankin, a squad leader), morale in 
the company appeared exception- 
ally high. Sp5 Clarence Catlett, a 
15-year Army veteran, put it this 
way: “As far as I’m concerned, 
this is the best unit in the United 
States Army. This company works 
as a team.” 


Sp5 Thomas Ferrell added: “And 
whatever a man’s MOS, he has to 
switch back and forth when 
needed. For seven years I’ve been 
a construction specialist but I 
might switch any day with a demo- 
lition specialist.” 

Because of the caliche, Ferrell 
pointed out that the roads have to 
be redone every year. First Sgt. 
Bassler came in for high praise 
from a group of his men who 
volunteered information about him 
when he was not in the area. As 
one man said: “‘As for me, and I’m 
sure others here would agree, 
we’ve got the best damn first ser- 
geant in the Army.” 


Company CO is Capt. Thomas 
Cantore. Cantitore said he felt Rio 
Hato was a-“good maneuver area 
because of the varied terrain, rang- 
ing from high to low, from woods 
to open wasteland.” 

* ~ 

THE EXERCISE also proved to 
be an unusually interesting ex- 
perience for the 3d Signal Platoon 
(Area Support), an outfit that 
worked on the project for about 
six months nearly full-time. 

Capt. Donald C. Chestnut; opera- 
tion officer for USARCARIB, ex- 
plained the’ results during the 
maneuver this. way: “So far, men 
have been able to talk to who they 
want to when they want to and 
that’s what we’re in business for. 
We’ve had no major complaints 
yet.” He added: “I’ve certainly 
learned a great deal from this 
operation and I’m sure others have 
too.” He pointed out that his men 
have to do several jobs here, not 
just one. 

The 3d Signal Platoon, headed 
by ist Lt. Dale S. Cockle and the 
only tactical signal platoon in the 


Canal Zone, was busy throughout 
the exercise. And the outfit is not 
without a sense of humor. Equip- 
ment to place more than one tele- 
type channel on one voice channel 
is divided between “The Brain” 
(so says the sign) and “The Mon- 
ster.” The Brain receives and the 
Monster sends. 

Cockle introduced Army Times 
to “the best field radio man in the 
command, proven by test and per- 
formance;” Sp5 Heriberto Laboy 
Sanchez. Sanchez, an unassuming 
man whose English is far better 
than he may think it is (and in- 
contestably better than this re- 
porter’s Spanish which doesn’t ex- 
ist) said when asked about his 
work: “We are here to fix all the 
communications in the maneuvers.” 
Cockle said Sanchez can do any- 
thing in the truck that could be 
done back on the base. Sanchez has 
been in the field setting up his re- 
pair shop since 2 February. 


OPERATION SOLIDARITY took 
on a genuine measure of solidarity 
in the MP end of it. Thirty Army 
MPs and 30 National Guardsmen 
from Panama worked together 
through signals at “Base Camp” 
and in the Demonstration Area be- 
cause they could not understand 
one another verbally. There were 
only three bilingual soldiers in- 
volved. 

A Panamanian and a U.S. Army 
MP worked side by side communi- 
eating by signals not unlike those 
used by a baseball coach. A tap on 
the head meant one thing, a brush 
of the hand on the chest meant 
something else. Anyone who had 
seen this aspect of “Operation 
Solidarity” would, like Capt. Leo 
McGuff, who headed the MP opera- 
tion, have been “extremely im- 
pressed.” McGuff said of the work 
of the Guardsmen and members of 
the 534th MP Co. (Serv.): “It’s a 
dirty, dusty old job but it’s one 
that must be done.”

BACK OUT where the action 
was, an attempt was made to talk 
with troopers of the 503d Infantry. 
It soon became apparent that these 
men had been well-schooled about 
talking to anyone not on their 
side. Despite the reporter’s green 
hat and green armband (indicat- 
ing press) the troopers clammed 
up on signal from one of the men. 
Obviously they figured I might 
have been a spy from the Aggres- 
sor side.

MSgt. Lyman. Evans, normally 
operations sergeant of the 2d BG, 
10th Inf., said the exercise was 
“working fine” and that “it’s a 
darn good problem.” He pointed 
out that men in the control unit 
have to be “jack of all trades” 
and that all: wear “two or three 
hats.” Capt. Robert F. Lynd, 
draftsman Sp4 Kenneth Kotwas, 
and others were busy keeping maps 
up to date during a visit by Army 
Times. The Chief Ground Control- 
ler, elsewhere at the time, was 
Col. Charles V. Wilson, CO of the 
2d BG, 10th Inf. 


AT BASE CAMP; which was put 
up by a platoon of 26 men from the 
Army garrison, at Fort Amador, 
the platoon leader, trim and bi- 
lingual ist Lt..

Was Hot and Dusty

“Fought” on the hot, dusty 
wasteland of Rio Hato (where a 
U. S. Air Force base was torn 


down by executive order in 1947 
because of serious political prob- 
lems), the exercise was designed 
to indicate how STRAC airborne 
troops, flying non-stop from the 
U. S., could be used to help pro- 
tect the Panama Canal area in 
event of attack and also to demon- 
strate how Americans — North 
and South — can work together in 
a common cause. 


Considering the absence of all 
but three of the 20 South American 
countries that joined with the 
U. S. to sign the Rio Pact for mu- 
tual defense, there was some 
grumbling that the maneuver had 
been misnamed, whatever the rea- 
sons (political or economical) for 
the absence of the other countries. 
When asked why more Central and 
South American countries had not 
taken part, Lt. Gen. Andrew P. 
O’Meara, exercise director and 
commander-in-chief of the Carib- 
bean Command, said that it was 
“a State Department matter.” He 
added, with a grin: “And they 
don’t give any reasons.” 

About 1250 men from the 82d 
Airborne Division’s 1st Abn. BG, 
503d Infantry jumped in ‘following 
a seven-hour flight from Pope 
AFB, next to Fort Bragg, N. C. 
About 100 other division men, al- 
ready in Panama for heat tests or 
as part of the advance maneuver 
party, also jumped as did about 50 
Peruvians. 

* 


TROOPERS who were not aware 
that this was Panama’s dry season 
discovered the hard truth of the 
matter as soon as they hit the 
ground. This was no soft drop 
zone. As Maj. Gen. Dwight E. 
Beach, CG of the 82d, told Army 
Times shortly after jumping in: “It 
was about like dropping on con- 
crete.” 

Beach added: “Time of the jump 
was right on the button although 
we would have liked a little less 
wind.” Even so, the trade winds 
were kind. Only. an hour or so be- 
fore the jump the wind was. such 
that jumping into the zone would 
have been improbable indeed, and 
shortly after the jumps were com- 
pleted the winds picked up again 
and were apparently above the 
maximum for peacetime jumping 
(13 knots). 

Eight horses were grazing in the 
drop zone when the troopers be- 


gan coming in. They stopped 
grazing and galloped out of the 
way quickly when humanity 


started descending on them from 
above. One wag in the press sec- 


put ‘up a ‘total of 30 tents in two 
days. It was a tougher job than 
usual because of the rock-like 
ground. It takes an hour to put 
up one of the large tents, in con- 
trast to a 25-minute time at Ama- 
dor. Horta, who has a wide repu- 
tation in the area for working with 
native children in the command’s 
“Operation Friendship” program, 
intends to make the Army a career.

TWENTY-TWO C-130s from 
TAC’s Composite Air Strike Force 
(CASF) brought the men in. The 
jumps were made frem 1200 feet, 
higher than would be the case in 
the area during a combat. situation. 
The Peruvian troopers came in 
considerably lower, however, Per- 
haps to add to the show, the U. S. 
used_a different formation than 
would be the case in combat. The 
Hercules planes came in groups of 
nine, with three planes side by 
side. There was also a token heavy 
equipment drop, but the weapons 
that would be essential for combat 
were not included. 


Considering the rugged, rutty 
sun-baked ground, there were few 
injuries — 15, according to Gen. 
O’Meara. Three of these were head 
injuries, one a shoulder injury 
and the other 11 were more com- 
mon leg and ankle fractures. 

The wind gave some of the 
troopers considerable trouble on 
the ground, and several veteran 
troopers watching remarked that 
more men might have pulled their 
chutes down faster, according to 
regular training procedures. 

* 

SHORTLY after the troopers 
had jumped in, Maj. Gen. Theo- 
dore F. Bogart, commander of the 
combined land forces for the op- 
eration and CG of USARCARIB, 
told Army Times that “everything 
was working beautifully, right on 
the head” and that the exercise 
“serves a very useful purpose” in 
the way of mutual defense despite 
the limited number of South 
American troops. The South Amer- 
icans taking part, he said, “learn 
how you do it and thus can carry 
back experience to those associ- 
ated with them. It all helps.” And 
Bogart was “greatly impressed” 
with the Peruvian jumpers. 

In addition to South Americans 
taking part, 16 South American 
countries sent a total of 47 high- 
ranking officers to observe the ex- 
efcise. Cuba, not’ unexpectedly, 
had no observer here. Nor did the 
Dominican Republic or Costa Rica. 

Gen. Herbert B. Powell, CG of 
CONARC, said of the jump: “The 
formation was tight, pattern good 
and the men looked fine coming 
out.” Pointing out the language dif- 
ferences and the fact that these 
soldiers have not worked together 
before, Powell added that he felt 
the men involved were demonstrat- 
ing “real solidarity.” 

Col. Henry J. Muller, CO of the 
503d, was field commander of the 
combined land forces assigned the 
job of stopping the “Aggressor” 
forces led by “Col. Jacques Huego” 
(real name Lt. Col. Charles B. 
Parris, 2d BG, 10th Inf.). 

THE “AGGRESSORS” (Com- 
panies. A, B and D of the 2d BG, 
10th Inf.) were, of course, badly 
outnumbered and, because of care- 
ful control, doomed to defeat in 
three days no matter what they 
did. Army ‘Times was to find the 
morale of the Aggressors. in the 
field exceptionally high, however 
(see related story). 

Air Force fighter jets. 
Ramey AFB, Puerto Rico, took 
part in the exercise along “with 
Columbian and Peruvian planes. 
Several ships, including the USS 
Thrush and USS Falcon, also were 
involved in a “searchlight battle”, 
bang the Falcon on the Aggressor 
side.

‘Searchlight’ Plan 
Has Built-in Barrier 


COLUMBIA, Mo.: One of the 
finest tools for improvement and 
and progress developed by the 
Army in recent years is the sug- 
gestion or incentive awards pro- 
gram, and certainly great savings 
in time, money and material have 
been realized through this means. 
I feel, however — as do many 
others I know — that this system 
itself could be improved by elimin- 
ation of an inherent bug. This is 
the procedure of routine treatment 
of suggestions by sending them to 
the incumbent or the agency con- 
cerned for comment. 

In add too many cases, carefully 
thought out suggestions, both those 
submitted in response to the prod- 
dings of “Operation Searchlight” 
and otherwise, fail of intelligent 
consideration at many higher levels 
for this reason. 

The initiator then receives a 
routine reply from the suggestion 
program’s secretary which either 
quotes the existing directive by way 
of explaining for disapproval of 
the idea, of wastes paper in ab- 
stract phraseology such as “the ad- 
vantages of the present procedure 
are considered to outweigh its dis- 
advantages.”( In other words, “Mr. 
X or Sergeant J doesn’t care to 
change, thank you — but keep 
trying!”’). 

Certainly there must be some 
way of eliminating this built-in bar- 
rier and incidentally, of making use 
of the many thousands of excellent 
ideas that. now run aground on the 
shoals of ignorance or inertia.

He'd Standardize 
Vehicle Licensing 


FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kans.: 
Surely the subject has come up be- 
fore, but I wonder what progress 
has been made to standardize ve- 
hicle registration and operator 
licensing for military personnel 
and their dependents. I’m sure 
this problem has plagued all serv- 
ice personnel who have been reas- 
signed within CONUS. 

As I see it, armed forces vehicle 
registration plates for active duty 
personnel — especially career per- 
sonnel — would do much to reduce 
the administrative red tape in meet- 
ing requirements of the host states, 
and would insure that all vehicles 
owned or operated by service per- 
sonnel and their dependents are 
mechanically safe and covered by 
the minimum amounts of insurance. 

Unfortunately, some states have 
“financial responsibility laws” and 
do not require insurance or even 
recurring vehicle inspections. 
Granted all military installations 
attempt to effectively control ve- 
hicles operating on-post, but those 
personnel whose home states re- 
quire no inspections or. insurance 
coverage then keep their automo- 
biles elsewhere. They are still on 
the highways, jeopardizing the safe- 
ty of themselves and other motor- 
ists and pedestrians as well. 

‘T can see where the individual 
states would object te the annual 


lose of registration revenue. This 
is a matter of appropriate legisla- 
tion with possible consideration of 
reimbursement to states for mili- 
tary personnel who are temporarily 
in service. For others, an appro- 
priate percentage of the registra- 
tion cost could be given to the 
domicile state on whose highways 
the vehicle is primarily used. 

Meanwhile, career personnel con- 
tinue to change stations and unless 
they claim a home state — and 
have both registration and license 
from that state — must conform to 
host state laws. 


Armed forces plates and drivers’ 
licenses, issued by the method now 
employed overseas, would accom- 
plish the following here in CONUS: 


a. Enforce minimum insurance 
limits and guarantee mechanical 
safety inspections commensurate 
— present installation stand- 
ards. 


b. Negate the practice of regis- 
tering a vehicle in a “tax-free” 
state, or a state where rates are 
lower than others, or where spe- 
cial rates are afforded to reserv- 
ists on active duty. . 


c. Eliminate the need for spe- 
cial bumper decals which, be- 
cause of their primary color, now 
discriminate between officers 
and enlisted men.

Dental Corps Starting 


Its Second 


GOVERNORS ISLAND, N. Y.— 
The Army Dental Corps, founded 
3 March 1911 starts its second half 
century with the watchword “Pre- 
vention.” Maj. Gen. Joseph L. 
Bernier, Chief of the Army Dental 
Corps, considers the loss of man- 
hours due to dental causes a sig- 
nificant military problem. ‘Men 
away from duty, even for a short 
time, may seriously interfere with 
operations and training in our pres- 
ent mechanized and_ specialized 
Arm,” he said as he launched a 
corps-wide campaign to maintain 
the dental health of the Army at an 
all-time high. 

Fifty years ago a soldier had to 
have at least two opposing front 
teeth to be acceptable for the 
Army. This was a holdover, ap- 
parently, from civil War days 
when soldiers needed their front 
teeth to tear the cartridges for 
their muzzle-loaders.

THESE YEARS have seen tre- 
mendous advances in dentistry, 
and the Army has kept in the fore- 
front, with the most modern equip- 
ment, techniques, top trained spe- 
cialists, scientists, dental officer- 
and-assistant teams. The Army 
dentist of today probably has more 
and better teeth to keep healthy 
than were encountered by the first 
few contract dental surgeons hired 
by the Army in 1901, 10 years be- 
fore the start of the corps. 

The changing conditions in serv- 
ice present challenges not often 
met in private practice. Initiative, 
ingenuity, research have combined 
in Army dentistry to develop field 
equipment for use under any con- 
ditions. If the call is for treatment 
of dental casualties in a division 
area or a combat zone, the Army 
has four dental field chests avail- 
able to take care of any emergency 
anywhere. 

The basic treatment centers are 
the dental clinics at Army installa- 
tions, Mobile dental vans, however, 
extend the range of Army dental 
clinics considerably as do the small 
permanent dental clinics built or 
adapted as needed at outlying air 
defense station and unit headquar- 
te

Dental officers continue their 
training constantly. They attend 
local and national conventions. 
They may attend a number of post- 
graduate dental professional short 
courses such as that to be given at 
the Walter Reed Army Institute 
of Research thig spring in pre- 
ventive dentistry. 

For future Army Dental officers 
a limited number of dental] in- 
ternships are offered to senior 
year students at approved dental 
schools.’ The candidates selected 
are commissioned as first lieuten- 
ants in the Dental Corps, Army Re- 
serve, and placed on active duty 
for a one-year internship, for which 
they serve a two-year period fol- 
lowing completion of the intern- 
ship.

FORT ORD, Calif.—Formal 
dedication of Fort Ord’s new 
air facility as the Fritzsche 
Army Airfield will be held on 
18 March. 


The field will be named in honor 
of the late Maj. Gen. Carl F. Fritz- 
sche, former Fort Ord commander 
who lost his life in an aircraft ac- 
cident last 30 September. 


Expected to officiate at the cere- 
monies is Lt. Gen. Robert M. Can- 
non, Sixth Army commander, and 
Maj. Gen. O. C. Troxel, Jr., Fort 
Ord commander. Civilian-and mil- 
itary dignitaries in the area also 
have-been. invited. 

‘The new air facility which was 
started in July 1958 will ultimately 
be Yydlued at some $7-million. It 
will be an all-weather, 24-hour-a- 
day operation, having the most ad- 
vanced instrument approach and 
departure systems. It has a runway 
length of 3000 feet, with 500-foot 
over-runs on both ends. It will not 
accommodate jet aircraft. 

Currently under final phases of 
construction are the control tower, 
operations building, a second han 
gar, fire station, fuel and oil stor- 
age facilities and taxiways and 
parking ramps. Barracks adminis- 
tration buildings and maintenance 
shops are among future construc- 
tion increments. 

It will be the first air facility 
west of the Mississippi which was 
designed and constructed speci- 
fically for Army training and oper- 
ations. It will be operated by the 
52d Trans. Bn., commanded by Lt. 
ColL..G. A. Lutz, Fort Ord aviation 
officer. 

During the 18 March ceremony 
a bronze plaque, honoring Gen. 
Fritzsche will be unveiled. In ad- 
dition to remarks by Gen. Cannon 
and Gen. Troxel, a eulogy will be 
read by Post Chaplain (Lt. Col.) 
Herman J. Kregel’ An honor guard 
Passing in review and a flyover by 
fixed-wing aircraft and helicopters 
will also be a part of the ceremony.

WASHINGTON — The House 
this week will move one step 
closer to committee consideration 
of the Senate-passed bill to estab- 
lish a United States Travel Serv- 
ice in the Department of Com- 
merce. 

The House Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, 
headed by Rep. Olen Harris (D., 
Ark.), is expected to complete its 
subcommittee organization and 
name Rep. Peter Mack (D., Ill.) to 
head the Commerce and Finance 
unit which will study the Senate 
bill and others submitted by House 
members. Mack headed the sub- 


committee last session. 


The Senate bill, introduced by 
Sen. Warren ‘Magnuson (D., 
Wash.), is of particular interest to 
the military and their families. It, 
and others like it, is designed to 
encourage travel to the United 
States by foreigners and thus help 
reduce the U.S. gold flow abroad. 


It was for that reason that 
former President Eisenhower di- 
rected a sharp reduction in the 
number of overseas’ military 
dependents, an action later rescind- 
by President Kennedy. But, to keep 
dependents with their sponsors 
overseas, a number of measures 
have been taken, and will be taken, 
to reduce the amount of American 
dollars spent abroad.

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Braniff Pilot Retires, 
Logged 6 Million Miles 


DALLAS, Tex. — Capt. Virgil 
Turnbull, a Braniff International 
Airways’ pilot who has guided com- 
mercial airliners over 6 million 
miles in the past 25 years, is re- 
tiring. 

Turnbull, who will observe his 
60th birthday this month, and his 
attractive wife, Bobbie, will hitch 
up their house trailer and roam 
the American countryside hunting 
for the lush fishing and hunting 
spots. 

Turnbull, after 30,000 hours in 
the air, sees no flying in his 
future but he’s reserving a definite 
decision. “I might want to fly 
again someday, but a small plane 
would be different from the big 
ones.” 


He has flown them all from that 
day in 1922 at Pauls Valley, Okla., 
when his neighbor bought a plane 
and gave Turnbull a ride. The very 
next year Turnbull bought his own 
War I Standard bi-plane at Ard- 
more, Okla., learned to fly it in 
four hours that afternoon, and flew 
it home the next day. 

Turnbull became a “barnstorm- 
er,” one of those early day “dare- 
devils’ who drew great Sunday 
afternoon crowds with exhibitions 
of wing-walking, parachute-jump- 
ing and stunt flying. Turnbull 
handled the controls at these ex. 
hibitions and a few of the braver 
fans bought rides. 

The famed Wiley Post, in his 
book “Around the World in 
Eight Days” with Harold Gatty, 
tells how he hired Turnbull to 
fly for him when he was sched- 
uled to make a parachute jump 
at a well-advertised aerial. cir- 
cus. The day arrived and thou- 
sands of people had gathered, 
but the young Post’s father, 


alarmed as was the rest of his 
family, hid the parachute. 


Turnbull and Post later pulled 
off a “great jump,” but there was 
no crowd. 

Turnbull began his airline career 
in 1929, flying for such early-day 
companies as Texas Air Transport, 
Southern Air Transport and Bowen 
Airlines. He joined Braniff in 
Oklahoma City in March of 1936.

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Was France's Maginot Line 
A Strong Defense or a Flop? 


THE GREAT WALL OF FRANCE: The 
Life and Death of the Maginot Line, by Vivian 
Rowe. G. P. Putnam’s Sons, N. Y. $4.50. 


Reviewed by BOB HOROWITZ 


BACK in the days when I carried a rifle for Gen. 

Patton in Europe, 1 once took a three-hour tour 
through a part of the Maginot Line near Metz. The 
fortifications were amazing—huge bunkers, covered by 
many feet of reinforced concrete and tons of earth, 
were connected by elaborate underground railways. 
There were underground electrical air purification 
and water plants. Scores of feet below the surface were 
hospitals, messes (separate one for officers, NCOs 
and other ranks), theaters, sun lamp rooms, dormitories, 
armories, shops and similar facilities. 

What an amazing monument to military stupidity, 
we all thought. France fell to the Germans in a little 
over a month of fighting, and the Maginot Line was 
a total failure, one of the greatest boondoggles in 
military history. 

Now I’m not so sure, because the book “The Great 
Wall of France” tells the other side of the story. De- 
pending on how you look at it, the Maginot Line could 

considered an extremely efficient defensive line 
that never was pierced by the Germans. 

Planning for the line began in 1919, right after the 
First World War. One and a half million French 
soldier had just been killed, the French birthrate was 
dropping rapidly, and virtually every family in France 
was still grieving the loss of a husband, father, brother 
or son. The French had an overwhelming desire for 
real protection from the hated Germans. In 1919 a 
member of the French parliament, a wounded former 
army sergeant named Andre Maginot, expressed the 
feeling of his times when he declared: 

“We are always the invaded, we are always the 
ones to suffer, we are always the ones to be sac- 
rificed. Fifteen invasions in less than six centuries 
give us the right to insist upon a victor’s treaty that 
will offer something more realistic than temporary 

_ Solutions and uncertain hopes ... The treaty (of 
Versailles) does not provide certainties, either in 
respect of the reparations due to us, or in respect 
of security. Without proper guarantees of both, it 
is going beyond the possibilities of human nature to 
expect our people to rebuild the regions that remain 
exposed to the risks and calamities of a new invasion.” 

It is all too easy for us to be scornful of the 
French dependence upon a Maginot Line to thwart 
German ambitions. But, author Vivian Rowe reminds 
us, the British didn’t even create that much, and the 
United States based its peace hopes on a couple of 
oceans and the good intentions of such men as Hitler, 
Mussolini and Tojo. 

IN THE 1920s, Maginot held several cabinet posi- 
tions, and he was in charge of the early design and 
construction of the Maginot Line. The world believed 
the line was going to defend France from the North 
Sea to the Swiss border, but that never was the French 
intention. France first wanted to defend its recently re- 
gained provinces of Alsace and Lorraine from German 
attack. The extremely important chemical industry of 
Alsaceewas between the Rhine River border and the 
easily-defended Vosges mountains, so that some kind of 
defensive fortifications had to be built in an awkward 
area. In Lorraine, the Briey iron field (the greatest 
in Europe) was to the north of the logical defense line. 

The Maginot Line was designed to protect these 
two provinces. It was NOT designed to cover all of 
France’s eastern and northern borders. It WAS de- 
signed to hold off attacking Germans in the Alsace- 
Lorraine area for three weeks, until the French army 
could be mobilized and moved into attack positions. 

Builders of the Maginot Line put much of their 
confidence in lessons learned in War I. They remem- 
bered the great fort of Douaumont at Verdun, which 
was hit by 120,000 artillery shells ranging in size up 
to 420mm. Only five of the 30 casemates were evac: 
uated because of shellfire damage. 

The French in the 1930s put out considerable pub- 
licity about the line they were building. Maginot be- 
liéved in the deterrent value of his forts. (is there a 
lesson to SAC-backers here?) The fortifications were 
powerful in fact as well as on paper, however. The big- 
gest casemate in the line had a garrison of 1200 men.

THIS IS one of the underground railroad passages 
connecting elements of the massive Maginot Line. 
The fortifications were completely self-contained. 
The Germans were able to capture only one rel- 
atively small fort by direct assault in the 1940 
campaign. 


Fields of fire were kept clear, artillery was zeroed in 
on convenient terrain features, special units were as- 
signed to fight between forts. Most furts covered each 
other with interlocking fire, and elaborate tank traps 
were built. Men in the fortresses were organized in 
watches, like submarine crews, and some soldiers even 
learned how to conduct watches at French navy schools. 
The 87 miles of interlocking fortifications cost seven 
billion francs. 

During the Phony War period, the Maginot troops 
suffered mainly from boredom, German propaganda, 
dampness, conflicting orders, intense electric lighting 
and inactivity. Once the Duke of Windsor visited a fort, 
and the gunners were permitted to fire their 75s, but 
they weren’t allowed to aim at anything that might an- 
noy the Germans. Once an artillery officer was rep- 
rimanded for firing on a German mine laying detail in 
front of his casemate. | 3 

WHEN THE GERMANS finally attacked in May 1940, 
they went around the Maginot Line. The fortress of 
La Ferte—isolated and not covered by crossfire—was 
the only one in the line to fall by direct assault. Ger- 
man troops used 20-foot poles to shove explosives into 
firing slits, then crawled into the slits and killed every 
French soldier in La Ferte. 

Although the Maginot Line had virtually no anti- 
aircraft defenses, the Luftwaffe squandered tons of high 
explosives on the forts without knocking a single gun 
out of action. Every German infantry and artillery 
attack against the main part of the line was repulsed, 
and some of the French troops didn’t surrender until 
five days after the war ended. 

The Maginot Line was intact, but outflanked. The 
outer Rhine defense had been abandoned without fight- 
ing, because of French defeats elsewhere. Most of the 
massive forts are still intact, and they’re still being 
used by the Western Allies. Now they are being used 
to protect NATO supplies + soars atomic explosions.

Guerrillas, Radar | 
And New Tactics 


, By GENE FAMIGLIETTI 


E OF THE remarkable quirks of our 

times has been that revolutionaries and 
dictators have written in detail about their 
plans to seize and maintain power. While the world 
has paid only belated attention to the works,cf Lenin, 
Hitler and Mao, it should note, says ARMY (March), 
a book by Che Guevara, Fidel Castro’s righthand man, 
if not his boss. The Association of the U-S. Army 
monthly carries the first of a series, condénsing Gue- 
vara’s “The War of the Guerrillas.” Apparently, says 
_the article, there is little in Army field manuals about 
combatting guerillas and an American Army has not 
been plagued with large scale guerrilla activity since ,} 
the Indian War. 


Guerrillas of another kind are discussed in the 
REGISTER (11 MARCH). “Mobs,” says Col. R. 
Ernest Dupuy, “are communist guerrillas.” The 
timing of the pro-Lubumba demonstraters in the 
UN, he says, “plainly indicated that the overt act 
was triggered by an efficient and well-trained sub- 
versive direction.” As the military writer sees it, 
a pattern of violence has been established which 
can be expected in any future crisis. 

Providing an interesting account of “our secret 
radar war with Russia” is the current READER’S 
DIGEST. While we patrol Red borders with RB-47s, 
the Russians probe some of our borders with their air- 
craft and their trawlers go where the fishing is good, 
near Fort Monmouth, Wallops Island, Va., and Cape 
Canaveral. The radar war — to scout the other side’s 
electronics, listen to them, anaylze, record their signals |' 
and seek ways to slip through them — hasn’t been 
bloodless for us. At least 15 of our planes have been 
downed with 69 men lost. One way to beat radar, it 
said, is to build a missile of plastic. There are also 
plastic coatings for missiles to enable them to avoid 
radar. 

U.S. European Command Hq. in Paris may be 
closed as a result of the publicity on the proposed 
$200,000 renovation of the officers club there. Penta- 
gon officials, reports NEWSWEEK (6 March), “long 
have considered the command unnecessary.” They pre- 
dict that advisers will recommend to the President that 
the Paris headquarters be closed and its functions 
switched to Gen. Lauris Norstad’s U.S. staff at SHAPE. 

A combination of new combat tactics, major tech- 
nological developments and expanding requirements for 
air mobility, according to FLYING (March), means a 
45 percent increase in Army aircraft and a 118 percent 
hike in fliers by 1970. In addition, tests of the Mo- 
hawk AO-1 twin-engine plane have delighted the Army 
and it is being watched by other services. One of the 
most urgent needs of the Army, the magazine points 
out, is a new transport. Army buyers “are being de- 
luged with industry pressure to buy off-the-shelf.” But 
the most promising planes, the F-27 and the Canadair. 
540 turboprop, aré not suitable for rough field work. 


The major problem facing the Philippines, ac- 
cording to THE ATLANTIC (March), is govern- 
ment corruption. The Philippines longs for an- 
other Magsaysay, but none is in sight. Despite 
this corruption, the general picture in the islands 
is good. World War H damage has finally been 
overcome, and the nation that lost a million people 
in that conflict remains basically very pro-Ameri- 
can. In a time when most nations can’t wait to say 
farewell to foreign bases, the Philippines would 
probably welcome them.

Bream’s 
great versatility and _ agility 
come through wonderfully on 
this disc, as well as on his other 
one that also contrasts the ex- 
tremes in guitar repertory, On 
LSC-2487 ($5.98), Bream plays 
what was to this writer not only 
on unknown early 19th Century 
guitar concerto but one by an 
unknown composer, Giuliani, 
plus a modern guitar concerto 
written for Bream by Malcolm 
Arnold (known mostly for his 
movie music). The Arnold 
concerto is unpretentious and 
appealing — especially the blues 
section which is a tribute to the 
late jazz guitarist Django Rein- 
hardt. The “Giuliani” concerto 
is a major find, and so is Julian 
Bream. 


A SATISFACTORY SMOOTH 
reading of Tchaikovsky’s Sym- 
phony No. 4 has been recorded 
by the Berlin Philharmonic un- 
der Herbert Von Karajan (An- 
gel stereo S-35585, $5.98). One 
cannot really quibble with the 
conductor. The notes all are 
there and the orchestra’s per- 
formance is exemplary.

“Any defense article for the govern- 
ment of any country whose defense the 
President deems vital to the defense of 
the United States’—-Lend Lease Act. 


TWENTY years ago, on 11 March 1941, Congress 

enacted the very important legislation which 
made way for our all-out supply to Great Britain 
and other nations in their resistance to Hitler. 
We were still maintaining a semblance of neutral- 
ity, although Rex Tugwell reminds us that this 
was “the final measure short of war.” The ex- 
change of destroyers for bases had already come 
on 2 Sept:-1940. 

It was only a matter of minutes after F. D. 
Roosevelt had signed the Act when he released 
supplies of munitions, petroleum and other prod- 
ucts to these nations. By August 1945 we had ex- 
pended under the Act about $48% billion. In 
return we recived greatly needed raw materials, 
and food and quarters for American troops over- 
seas, amounting to more than $8 billion. About 
60 percent of our goods went to Great Britain, 
some 22 percent to Soviet Russia and the remain- 
der to other nations. 

On 21 August 1945 President Truman stopped 
the lend-lease activities. Germany had surrendered 
on 7 May and Japan on 14 August of that year.

Defense Dept. Producing 


Anti-Communist Movie 


WASHINGTON—The Defense Department is 
producing its own film on anti-communism, a 
spokesman revealed here last week. The film, 
started before the Kennedy Administration took 
office, has been in production for some time. 

Earlier, Defense said it was not producing such 
a film. 

The film is aimed at describing “techniques 
used by communism toward youth,” the spokesman 
said. It will include documentary footage of ac- 
tual incidents. 

While Defense said that the film would be used 
as part of the regular information and education 
programs of the services, no decision has been 
made on whether it will be available for public 
showing. 

(Army Times learned unofficially that the 
Defense Department had considered distributing 
the film, “Operation Abolition,” produced by the 
House Un-American Activities Committee. How- 
ever, when some newspapers criticized the ac- 
curacy of the film, Defense dropped the plan.)

Chief Signal Officer Requests 
Industry Aid in Cutting Costs 


Le CHICAGO—Maj. Gen. R. T. Nelson, Chief Signal Officer, made a bid for industry 
assistance in Army cost reduction activities here recently in an address to the Chicago 


Chapter of the Armed Forces Communications and Electronics Association (AFCEA). 


Expressing concern at “the ever- 
increasing cost of equipping our 
combat forces,” Nelson challenged 
industry to find ways in which 
costs might be reduced. 

“Price IS an object” was the 
theme of his presentation to 400 
members of AFCEA and represen- 
tatives of the communications-elec- 
tronics industry at a dinner meet- 
ing held at the Teletype Corpora- 


tion Auditorium in nearby Skokie. | art 


“Despite any accusations you 
may have heard about waste in 
Army operations, cost is of para- 
_mount concern to us,” Nelson 
said. 

In an analysis of the factors in- 
volved in the abnormal increase in 
Army equipment costs in recent 
years, Nelson pointed to the in- 


creased quantities of equipment 
authorized, the higher quality de- 
manded, the new technology in- 
volved, the inherent difficulties in 
drawing up definitive specifica- 
tions for research and development 
contracts and correctly estimating 
the cost of those representing an 
advancement in the “state-of-the- 


“Operational concepts in.modern 
warfare require wider dispersion 
and greater mobility of our forces,” 
he explained. “This means more 
and better communications and 
an improved capability in combat 
surveillance, target acquisition, air 
traffic regulation and control, and 
automatic data processing. A cur- 


$20 Million in Arms 
Sold by Australians 


Tr Australian government has 

sold more than $20 million in 
arms to other nations during the 
last six years, according to the 
Australian News and Information 
Bureau. Export sales of the Aus- 
sie FN rifle have earned $3 million. 
The Malkara antitank missile, 
bought by Britain, drones pur- 
chased by Sweden and Britain, and 
a portable radio-transceiver, bought 
by Commonwealth nations and the 
Philippines, are among other arms 
exported by the Australians . . 
The Russians have given the first 
official hint that Red China is. on 
her- way to mastering the secrets 
of the atom. A Moscow Radio 
broadcast to North America re- 
cently boasted that “Chinese 
scientists can now solve the most 
complex problems in modern 
science.” The claim was made in 
conjunction with an announcement 
that Red China’s first atomic re- 
actor and cyclotron “are in op- 
eration.” 


About one-quarter of all British 
government expenditures for 
the 1961-62 fiscal year will be for 
defense. The budget to keep “Brit- 
ain armed and ready for both a 
general nuclear war and small 
‘local’ actions” will top $4.6 billion 
. The president of the Ameri- 
can ‘Rocket Society and director of 
the Thiokol Rocket Center in Utah, 
Harold Richey, says the U. S. can 
beat the Russians in weight-lifting 
in space in 18 months at a cost 
of only $5 to $10 million more 
than is now being’spent ... The 
active ocean-going U. S. merchant 
fleet is down to 950 vessels. At 
the beginning of February, this 
fleet was composed of 905 private- 
ly-owned craft and 45 government 
ships. 


While the Army has 60 Cari- 

bou aircraft, the Canadian-built 
aircraft will also see service with 
other nations. Ghana has ordered 
eight Caribou, with the first two 
to be delivered in Nov. .1961. 
Ghana is also buying 12 Otters 
from De Havilland. Last year the 
African nation ordered 14 Beaver 
aircraft from De Havilland and 12 
Chipmunk trainers . . . The U. S. 
recently told the Moroccan govern- 
ment that there were disadvantages 
to buying military gear from the 
Soviet Union. Use of Russian equip- 
ment, the U.S. said, might. pose 
maintenance and supply problems. 
But Morocco has accepted delivery 
of 14 MIG jet fighters from Russia.

Seen From Defense Contracts 


ARMED FORCES’ buying 
organization is putting up 
sign posts pointing to more busi- 
ness and, presumably, to more 


profits for smal! business concerns. 

The Secretaries of the Military 
Departments have been directed 
by the Secretary of Defense to give 
renewed personal attention and 
emphasis to defense procurement 
from small business sources, 

The over-all food procurement 
program for the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps aggregate 
each year about one and one-quar- 
ter billion dollars. About 60 per- 
cent of that total, nearly $700 
million, is purchased by the Mili- 
tary Subsistence Supply Agency. 
The remainder is spent locally- 
principally for perishable foods— 
by individual military installations 
in the United States and by U.S. 
military commands outside the 
country. 

In the fiscal year just passed, 
MSSA wrote over 173,000 con- 
tracts. In the year’s procurement, 
that averaged out at about $4000 
a contract.

An award was made to a small 
business concern in the other direc- 
tion in a single contract for 20 
million pounds of soybeans. An- 
other contract was for $109,000 of 
roasted-and-ground coffee.

with new ones, which cost two for 
29 cents, or $1.74 for a dozen. The 
cartridge contains cardon dioxide.. 
The fully-charged cartridge has 
about 1000 pounds of pressure 
per square inch. An automatical- 
ly measured amount of this pres- 
sure is fed into a receptacle each 
time the shutter is released, by 
pushing a lever.

In addition to this advanced fea- 
ture, the camera has the push-but- 
ton focusing device introduced in 
an earlier Graphic 35 model; a 
Spectramatic flash guide for auto- 
matically calculating flash expo- 
sures; and focusing by movement 
of the film focal plane itself in- 
stead of the lens. The latter fea- 
ture means that, since the lens 
itself never moves and is there- 
fore always rigid, it cannot go 
out of. alignment. 

The camera, which costs $149.50, 
is equipped with a 50mm Graflex 
Optar f/2 lens, a Copal SVK shut- 
ter synchronized at all speeds 
from 1 to 1/500th of a second for 
bullbs and electronic flash; a built- 
in Metrawatt exposure meter, and 
an ingeniously designed rewind 
device. 

Graflex calls its camera an “in- 
ternational camera” because it 
combines Japanese, German and 
American advances. The shutter 
is of Japanese design and manu- 
facture, the Metrawatt is German, 
and Graflex’s contribution to the 
international character of the cam- 
era consists of the push-button fo- 
cusing device and the Spectramatic 
flash guide. 

The camera was built at the 
Kowa factory in Japan from de- 
signs and under the supervision 
of Graflex engineers. 

In demonstrating the camera to 
your columnist, Jim Robbins, Graf- 
lex’s roving advance man, dropped 
a tip that sounds reasonable. 
When asked why the three blanks 
at the start of the 36-exposure 
contact sheet he showed us, he 
explained that this was a regular 
habit of his when shooting 35mm. 


By exposing the first three frames 
on a roll aimlessly, he gets rid 
of any possible bits of chipped 
film that may have dropped off 
from the roll in winding. Clip- 
ping off three shots usually gets 
rid of them.

PFC Improves His Spanish 
In Panama Mapping School 


FORT CLAYTON, C.Z. — PFC 
James H. Winfrey is the only 
serviceman attending the eigh- 
teenth class of the Inter-American 
Geodetic Survey (IAGS) Cartogra- 
phie School at Fort Clayton. Most 
of the students are Latin-American 
nationals, employed by the car- 
tographic agencies working with 
IAGS in the various countries. 

The fact that all the lectures 
at the school are given in Spanish 
does not worry Winfrey. He has 
a broad enough knowledge of the 
language to follow the.. instruc- 
tions, and he feels that his experi- 
ence will help improve his Span- 
ish as well as add to his knowl- 
edge of mapping. 

Winfrey is with the 551 Engr. 
Platoon Survey (IAGS). This or- 
ganization is engaged in field 
work in connection with mapping 
in Panama. The particular phase 
of mapping Winfrey is studying 
ties in directly with his assign- 
ment since he is attending the 
class in field classification. 

With the other students in his 
class Winfrey climbs aboard a truck 
each morning and heads for the 
jungle. They carry aerial photo- 


graphs which have been taken of 
the area and compare what they 
see on the photograph, with what 
is actually on the spot. This way, 
they are able to fill in all kinds 
of details and measurements. 

A road is a winding line from 
the air, but one has to get down 
and actually measure it to be sure 
how wide it is. A close look will 
tell the student what the compo- 
sition of the road is and other facts 
which cannot be discovered from 
an aerial shot. However, accurate 
measurements are needed to deter- 
mine much of the data necessary 
for the compilation of a map. 

Field classification students 
learn to obtain names of all fea- 
tures both natural and man-made. 
Rivers, towns, roads, hilltops all 
need names. Field personnel study 
old maps and work closely with 
local officials, civil authorities and 
residents to ensure that the names 
they record are correct. 

While this data is being gather- 
ed, surveyors are obtaining geo- 
detic information. The photogram- 
metrists finally used all their ma- 
terial to begin compiling a map. 


First Army Improvements 
Bring $4-Million Savings 


GOVERNORS ISLAND, N. Y. — 
Savings of over $4million were 
effected during the period of 1 
July-31 December, 1960 through- 
out the eightstate First Army 
Area of New England, New York 
and New Jersey, according to Head- 
quarters First Army. 

In its efforts to save money and 
improve efficiency, First Army in- 
stalled 497 improvements through- 
out its command, 

Army authorities devised a 
mechanical preparation of special 
orders with by-product transaction 
eards and address labels for reserv- 
ists’ orders. 

A new process for ordering re- 


servists to active duty helped save 
$9500 for every 10,000 Reservists 
called up to duty. This has been ac- 
complished by a series of overlay 
masters on specially designed pin 
feed forms on an accounting ma- 
chine. The process of separating 
personnel from the service has also 
been accelerated. 

During 1961 transportation costs 
for annual active duty training will 
be reduced by $215,645 because re- 
servists will be kept more in their 
home areas for training. 

Other improvements include re- 
finements in field maintenance and 
a new method of distributing over- 
seas orders.

Army Buys Housing Project 


SCHENECTADY GENERAL DE- 
POT, N.Y.—Mohawk Manor, a 52- 
unit housing project situated in 
the town of Rotterdam adjacent to 
the Army Depot, last week became 
the property of the Defense De- 
partment. 

Col. Robert W. May, depot com- 
mander, accepted the property for 
the Defense Department from Al- 
bert Friedman of Capitol Homes. 
Capitol Homes has acted as broker 
and project manager for the Fed- 
eral Housing Authority since 1957 
when the Eagle Construction Co. 
of Newark, N.J. defaulted to FHA 
under terms of an insured mort- 
gage loan. 

The housing was constructed in 
1951 by the Eagle Construction Co. 
under title VIII, National Housing 
Act. Land was obtained from the 
government which authorized the 
lease of federal land for construc- 
tion purposes. Completed apart- 
ments were leased to military or 
civilian personnel with the mili- 
tary allowed top priority. 

Col. May, as property custodian 
is charged with operation responsi- 
bility including planned renova- 
tions, grounds maintenance, fire 
prevention and security. He said 
present plans call for combining 
some apartments to provide 4 
bedroom units which are not now 
available.

current regulations prohibit non-

FORT BENNING, Ga. — Nearly 
$113,000 has been found in a sal- 
vage yard at Fort Benning. 

The Infantry Center has made 
a “gold mine” out of a graveyard 
of unserviceable vehicles, taking 
repair parts from them to help to 
keep other military transport ve- 
hicles rolling. 

This salvage yard, referred to 
by the malevolent-sounding name 
of “Cannibalization Point,” was es- 
tablished 15 months ago by the 
Infantry Center ordnance section,

unserviceable vehicles were trans- 
ferred to the local property dis- 
posal officer for sale or donation 
to other defense agencies. None 
of the proceeds of the sales was 
returned to Fort Benning. 

Under the new procedure ve- 
hieles are transferred to the CP 
and all serviceable parts from 
them are used to fill supply re- 
quests. By doing this the installa- 
tion has realized a savings of ap- 
proximately $113,000. At the same 
time it has reclaimed nearly 30 
percent of the original investment 
in the vehicles. 

UNITS AND ORGANIZATIONS 
send requests for repair parts to 
the ordnance section supply 
branch. Supplies are issued from 
inventory or from the CP. The

only difference is that parts’ issued 
from regular inventory are paid 
for by the customer, but there 
is no charge for parts issued from 
the CP. 

If the CP doesn’t have the item 
on one of its vehicles, the request 
is held for a reasonable length of 
time then sent back to the ac- 
countable property officer for fur- 
ther supply action. 

In addition to saving money for 
the Army, the practice cuts the 
time needed to repair a vehicle. 
Previously if a repair part was 
not immediately available, it had 
to be requisitioned from a central 
supply depot. This meant that 
many vehicles were idle while 
waiting shipment of repairs. 

Under the present system a unit 
can make requisition for a repair 
part and if it is not in stock the 
request will be forwarded to the 
CP. In a matter of several days 
the item will be removed, sent 
back to the unit requesting it and 
the Nehicle is repaired, having 
been idle for only a short time. 


THE CP IS UNDER the super- 
vision of the ordnance account- 
able property officer, Clarence J. 
Hammond, who must at all times 
have a complete knowledge of all 
types of the more than 70 trucks 
and trailers at the salvage yard 
which range in size from one- 
quarter to five-ton.

In civilian life, he was 
sales traffic manager for WBBM- 
TV Columbia Broadcasting System 
television station in Chicago. 

“Star Time” is sent to the radio 
stations in groups of 13 shows, al- 
lowing the station to schedule the 
series as it wishes. The program 
is on such radio stations as KOA 
Denver, KJRT in Detroit, and 
WJJD in Chicago.

FORT JACKSON, S. C. — Co- 
operation was displayed by state 
and local authorities during a re- 
cent “missile” investigation by the 
48th Ord. Det. (Explosive Dis- 
posal) of Fort Jackson. 

The 48th Ord. Det., commanded 
by Ist Lt. Richard J. Keogh; was 
notified recently of an unidenti- 
fied object resembling a missile 
found in the Bethel Section of 
York County, S. C. 

Sheriff Grover Noe of York 
County, upon receiving a report 
of the unknown object, dispatched 
deputy sheriff Max E. Burrell to 
the scene. Burrell, having recently 
completed the Ordnance Recon- 


“Naissance Course sponsored by the 


48th, moved into ,action. He noti- 
fied the S. C. law enforcement of- 
fice via teletype. The Ordnance 
unit at Jackson was noti- 
ed. 

Lt. Keogh boarded an aircraft 
at Jackson, traveled nearly 100 
miles and arrived at the site of 
the buried missile within 40 min- 
utes after having received the call. 
An hour later, Specialist Charles 
R. Moore arrived at the scene to 
assist. Lt.. Keogh. 

YORK COUNTY authorities had 
followed, to the letter, all the pre- 
scribed procedures outlined in the 
20 hour explosive ordnance recon 
course. Burrell investigated, diag- 
nosed the situation, located the 
object, made a report, took steps 
to protect others in the event that 
the missile was armed and helped 
the Jackson experts when they ar- 
rived. 

The missile measured 55 inches 
in length, 1% inches in diameter 
and was stabilized by a 12 inch 
fin assembly. Keogh said the mis- 
sile, evidently a home-made rocket, 
must have been fired upward to 
an altitude of one or two miles 
to penetrate four and one-half feet 
of hard clay dirt. When the rocket 
was found, only the fin assembly 
was visible.. He said the rocket 
was extremely well constructed 
and that the person who fired the 
object was reasonably well in- 


formed on the principles of rocket 
propulsion.

‘Sergeant Bode’ Is Gone 


FORT JACKSON, S.C.—“Sgt. Bode,” the Canine Paratrooper, is dead. The regis- 
tered cocker spaniel, owned and trained by MSgt. Hubert L. Huth, died of old age and 
heart failure in his kennel at the Fort Jackson Small Animal Shelter. He would have 


been 17 years old 5 July. 

Bode, who hit the national spot- 
light in 1949 when he went 
through parachute jump school at 
Fort Bragg, N.C., has been fea- 
tured in Fox Movietone News, 
magazines (including Look) news- 
papers (including Army Times) 
and television throughout the 
United States. 

His uniforms, parachutes, pro- 
motions and citations are on dis- 
play at the 82d Abn. Museum, the 
unit he completed jump school 


ers, as well as special jumps for 
newsreels, and exhibitions at vari- 
ous places in the nation. 

Upon retirement in 1953, Bode 
began donating money to various 
charities, such as the American 
Red. Cross, Community Chest 
Drives and the United Fund. At 


one time, Bode’s picture was used 
on the United Fund posters. Since 
coming to Fort Jackson in 1957 
with his master, Bode has appeared 
in Armed Forces Day celebrations 
on the post. 


SGT. HUTH, the non-commis- 
sioned officer in charge of Fort 


Jackson’s Small Animal Shelter, 
was in the hospital here for two 
weeks when he received word of 
Bode’s death, 

Sgt. Huth indicated that every 
time he has been away from the 
dog, Bode became ill. Sgt. Huth 
was away when Bode had his first 
heart attack over a year ago and 
the dog became very il] when his 
master spent 16 months in Korea, 
Bode had been deaf and blind for 
the last two years. 

“Bode was strictly an eld 
faithful dog,” Sgt. Huth re. 
marked. “He was never known 
to be vicious.”

ORLEANS, France—Three times on the continent of Europe the United States has 
allied with France to thwart aggression. Three times in the past 43 years the United 
“States Army has established a communications zone in France to supply American and 


Allied forces. 

The current and third U. S. 
Army Communications Zone, 
USAREUR(REAR)/COMZ, was 
born in 1950—outcome of the com- 
munist aggression in Korea and the 
equally unsuccessful blockade of 
Berlin. 

The decision to reestablish COMZ 


in France was governed primarily 

» by the strategic position of this 

nation on the European continent. 
* 


FROM THE END of World War 
II until 1950 all supplies for Amer- 
ican forces entered Europe through 
Bremerhaven, Germany. This ex- 
cellent port, situated on the North 
Sea, was quite adequate for the 
supply of an army in peacetime. 

But the Berlin situation and the 
sudden aggression in Korea pointed 
up the potential vulnerability of 
Bremerhaven and the pressing 
freed for an alternate and larger 
supply route. 

On 6 November, 1950, the 

*° French and American govern- 
ments reached agreement under 
terms of which the United States 
was to organize, staff, and main- 
tain a line of communications 
across France, thereby obviating 
the glaring vulnerability in the 
position of the western nations. 


Five days later some 1000 Amer- 
ican technical service troops moved 
into France with 300 trucks, trail- 
ers and equipment. By mid-Nov- 
ember, the first ships were being 
unloaded at Bordeaux and the new 
supply line was a going concern. 

From that first small contingent, 
.COMZ has grown into the vast net- 
work of planners, builders and 
operators it is today, 

BATTLE COMMANDERS of 
Wars I and II would never recog- 
nize the modern COMZ, It is a 
startling contrast to the infant 
supply operation begun 43 years 
ago by Gen, John J. Pershing at 
Tours and nurtured by the Allied 
armies under command of Gen. 
D-vight D. Eisenhower - during 
World War II. 

These initial efforts of the Serv- 
ice of Supply, dating back to 1917, 
result today in COMZ, a command 
geared to the highly modernized 
rapid supply of combat-ready 
troops, and the storage and 
delivery of a diverse range of 
equipment. The advent of new 
weapons, materials, and military 
concepts has brought increased 
complexity, responsibility and sta- 
ture to the Communications Zone. 

In contrast to earlier years, the 
supply of combat forces is now re- 
vamped to a point rivalling the 
efficiency and speed of many great 
American corporations. The effec- 
tive adaptation of electronic ma- 
chines and devices has been intro- 
duced. New supply methods and 
techniques are constantly under 
development. 

Future military history may re- 
fer to units such as the Army 
Aerial Support Center at St. Andre, 
the Petroleum Distribution Com- 
mand at Fontainebleau, and~ the 
Army Procurement Center at 
Frankfurt, Germany. All were 
pioneered by COMZ in the interest 
of faster, more efficient supply of 
combat forces. 

Today, within minutes after an 
order is filed in Germany, it is 
recorded on a punch-card at the 
appropriate supply control agency 
in France, ready for processing by 
high speed computers. These ma- 
chines automatically indicate the 
location of supplies, prepare the 
necessary shipping documents, and 
perform all other bookkeeping de- 


tails which formerly took consider- 
able time to accomplish by hand. 
” 


HEART of the entire system is 
the 37th Transportation Highway 
Transport Command, peacetime 
heir to the- famed “Red Ball Ex- 
press” of War II, whose round-the- 
clock supply of the advancing Al- 
lied armies blazed the trail in fast 
military supply operatons. 

The frazzled nerves and helter- 
skelter of the Red Ball have been 
replaced by a smooth, businesslike 
operation featuring+much greater 
economies in fuel, manpower and 
truckpower, and which provides 
flexibility for unhampered conver- 
sion to full wartime footing. 

The 37th THTC pioneered the 
“line haul relay system” in which 
a series of locally based trucks 

the same loaded trailer through 
and truckers take turns pulling 
separate legs of a longer haul, 
over roads where the Red Ball 
once made long cross-country 
dashes without changing rigs or 
drivers. 

Thanks to the relay system, 
these truckers drive fewer miles 
per dispatch and are, therefore, 
less susceptible to accidents as they 
become more familiar with roads 
and driving conditions encountered 
daily. The smaller operating radius 
also permits more thorough main- 
tenance and better logistical sup- 
port for units and personnel. 

Perhaps en even more significant 
advantage of the line haul relay 
system is the greatly increased 
mobility given the. entire supply 
line in this age of speed. Because 

of the compactness and constant 
state of combat readiness of the 
37th THTC, complete units and 
terminals can be moved in a few 
hours in event of war.to keep the 
ground supply line intact. 
* 


THE “AIR ARM” of the COMZ 
supply line is’ provided by the 
Army Aerial Support Center at St. 
Andre, the first such unit in the 
history of the Army. 

Working with the 322d Air Div., 
Air Force, this unique organization 
delivers the equipment items neces- 
sary to support the widely scattered 
field forces, 

The fuel to power the machinery 
of all U.S. armed forces in Europe 
is furnished by the Petroleum Dis- 
tribution Command, another uni- 
que COMZ unit, with headquarters 
at Fontainebleau. 

Through its network of pipe- 
lines stretching from ‘the French 
Atlantic coast into Germany flow 
the aviation gas, jet fuel, motor 
gas, diesel oil and kerosene 
which form the largest single 
item of bulk in the COMZ supply 
system. Storage and distribution 
of these petroleum products is 
handled at huge tank farms the 
PDC maintains along the way. 

The cohesive elements which tie

these means of transport together, 
literally the soul of COMZ, are the 
supply control agencies operated 
by various technical services at 
widely dispersed locations across 
France. 

Their data transceiver networks 
hum 24 hours a day to order sup- 
plies, to* maintain stock levels, to 
control the flow of requisitions 
from the field, to keep track of 
what supplies are stored where, to 
direct shipment by the most expe- 
ditious means, and to do the dozens 
of other “storekeeper” functions 
while sifting and filling an aver- 
age of 55,000 separate orders week- 
ly from units in the field. 

They control stockage mainten- 
ance and shipping of~supplies to 
fill the demands of COMZ “cus- 
tomers” — Seventh Army, Berlin 
Command, Southern European 
Task Force, and the smaller units 
necessary to sustain these fighting 
forces. Also on hand or -readily 
available are the food, ammuni- 
tion and petroleum products 
needed to support U.S. Air Forces 
in Europe. 

THERE ARE more than 300,000 
different items of materiel, ranging 
from nuts and bolts to giant ma- 
chines at COMZ depots, with an 
additional 700,000 items available 
on order from the United States. 
Many other supplies and services 
are procured directly from the local 
economies of Europe as directed by 
the supply control agencies. Such 
localized purchases are the respon- 
sibility of yet another specialized 
COMZ unit—the Army Proeure- 
ment Center at Frankfurt, Ger- 
many. 

The operations of all COMZ units 
and agencies are directed from the 
headquarters of the United States 
Army, Europe (Rear) Communica- 
tion Zone, in Orleans, where it was 
first established in 1950. 

The restoration of war-shattered 
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Coligny Caserne and the many im- 
provements added in the Lond: 
quarters support area since that 
time are indicative of the progress 
made by the entire command dur- 
ing the intervening years. 

* 


GEOGRAPHICALLY, COMZ is 
composed of five major subordi- 
nate commands and five specialized 
headquarters, located to best 
handle specific phases of supply 
and logistics, and administrative 
operations. 

The Port Area Command, head- 
quartered at La Rochelle, receives 
incoming supplies through the 
French ports of St. Nazaire, La 
Pallice, and Bordeaux, from where 
they are shipped to be stored and 
maintained in widely dispersed 
depots. Port activities at Bremer- 
haven are under the direct control 
of COMZ headquarters rather than 
Port Area Command, 


Theater Army Support Com- 
mand, Europe, located at Verdun, 
operates all COMZ depots in France 
and Germany and cOmmands the 
military posts at Verdun, Poitiers, 
Bussac, and Toul. It receives its 
stocks through the Port Area Com- 
mand and furnishes direct support 
to elements in forward areas. 


Two special commands, the Seine 
Area Command and Orleans Area 
Command, furnish the necessary 
logistical support for the major 
U. S. headquarters in Paris and 
Orleans. These include USEUCOM 
and the U.S. elements of SHAPE 
and NATO at Paris, and COMZ 
headquarters at Orleans. 

* 

PERSONNEL of all these com- 
mands do a tremendous job in the 
logistics field each day. And their 
daily activities are combined with 
constant preparation and training 
for the day they may be called up- 
on to supply U. S. forces in combat 
or under other unusual circum- 
stances. 

Expansion and modernization 
have generated many staff and or- 
ganization changes to keep abreast 
of the complexity and responsibil- 
ity assumed by this growing supply 
machine. 

COMZ planners cannot rest on 
the laurels of past achievement. 
They must constantly seek and de- 
vise ways and means to further 
simplify the complex operation. 
Such ways and means are not 
limited to those of technology, but 
extend into the realm of organiza- 
tion and personnel management as 
well. 

The most significant recent 
change in these areas came during 
the closing months of 1959 with 
the transfer of three USAREUR 
technical service divisions from 
Heidelberg to Orleans. The Ord- 
nance Division, headed by Brig. 
Gen. George W. White, was fol- 
lowed by the Transportation Divi- 
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sion, directed by Brig. Gen. A. W. 
Lyon, then the Quartermaster Divi- 
sion with Brig. Gen. Joseph R. 
Ranck in charge. Along with the 
relocation, these general ‘officers 
assumed dual roles as tech service 
chiefs for USAREUR and COMZ. 

Not too long ago, with office 
space at a premium almost every- 
where in the Communications 
Zone, such an undertaking would 
have been impossible. But now 
there are adequate facilities within 
the command headquarters area to 
accommodate the influx of person- 
nel and extra equipment which 
must accompany a move of such 
magnitude. 

ON 1 MARCH, 1960, the head- 
quarters was redesignated as Head- 
quarters, USAREUR(Rear)/COMZ, 
and Maj. Gen. Henry R. Westphal- 
inger assumed the title of com- 
manding general, COMZ, and de- 
puty commander in chief, US- 
AREUR, for certain command mat- 
ters. On the same date, headquar- 
ters of the Advance Section at Ver- 
dun was redesigned as Theater 
Army Support Command, Europe 
(TASCOM), with the mission of 
commanding all depots in France 
and Germany. 


Army port operations along the 
French Atlantic coast were cen- 
tralized under the control of Port 
Area Command. Bremerhaven Port 
of Embarkation activities passed 
from USAREUR to COMZ on 1 
April, 1960. 

The growth of the present 
COMZ organization has not been 
easy. 

The building and maintaining of 
this vast military supply line 
through a foreign nation has been 
a delicate affair and full of poten- 
tial pitfalls. That it has worked 
out is a credit to both the French 
authorities and the U. S. Army. 

Not to be forgotten are the logis- 
ticians who have commanded 
COMZ_ operations down through 
the years since Maj. Gen. Francis J. 
Kernan first picked up the reins 
of the Services of Supply in 1918. 
Each has contributed his share of 
techniques and procedures upon 
which the present vast supply oper- 
ation was nurtured and developed. 

These have included, beside Gen, 
Kernan, Maj. Gen. James G. Har- 
bord, Lt. Gen. John C. H. Lee, Brig, 
Gen. Mason J, Young, Lt. Gen. S. 
D. Sturgis, Lt. Gen. Lemuel 
Mathewson, and Maj. Gen. Phillip 
E. Gallagher (all now retired); Lt. 
Gen. Robert W. Colglazier Jr., pres- 
ent Deputy Chief of Staff for Logis- 
tics of the Army, and Lt. Gen. 
Edward J. O'Neill, presently com- 
manding First Army.

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GUNS and 


SHOOTING 


By COL. CHARLES ASKINS 
HE PISTOL is a difficult old crutch to shoot effectively. 
It is difficult to hold steady and the shortness of the 
barrel plus the closeness of the sights makes it a sketchy 
proposition indeed. If, somehow, it could be loaded with a 


cartridge which spewed out 
shotgun it would be ever so 


several dozen pellets like a 
much more effective, 


Once upon a time the Ithaca Gun 
Co. made a pistol with two barrels 
that fired a 20 gauge shell. It was 
about twenty 
times more ef- 
fective than any 
pistol yet  in- 
vented. Federal 
cashiered 
the Ithaca, more 
is the pity. 

The Reming- 
ton Co. before 
the war manu- 
factured a 45 
load which had 
a hard paper en- 
velope out front 


ASKINS 
which contained a charge of #6 


birdshot. It was supposed to be 
used for riot control but as union 
chieftains take an exceedingly dim 
view of dusting off the paying 
membership with anything as po- 
tent as chilled 6’s it is doubtful if 
this novel load ever saw usage. It 
has now disappeared. 


Recently, mutli-bullet loads have 
been successfully developed for the 
.30 cal. M2 cartridge. Some of these 
experimental rounds contain two 
bullets and others hold three. The 
idea, of course, is to get more hits 
on the enemy and to expect to at- 
tain this perfectly lovely lethality 
with less training of the rifleman. 


If the rifle cartridge can be suc- 
cessfully adapted to multi- bullet 
loadings it appears a logical follow- 
ing step to develop a similar round 
for the handgun. While certainly 
the need is ever so much greater 
in the case of the rifle, there is still 
an urgent desirability to increase 
the sure-hitting potential of our 
trooper when he must fight with 
his sidearm. 

+ * 


MULTI-BULLET loads consist of 
several conventional slugs loaded, 
one atop the other, into the one 
cartridge casing. When fired, the 
slugs chase each other up the bar- 
rel and once free of the bore must 
then go on to the target, arranging 
themselves along the way into a 
pattern of dispersion which will in- 
crease the probabilities of getting 
a hit on a target the size of a man. 
Experiments indicate that it isn’t 
tiuch of a chore. to load several 
bullets into the one cartridge and 
shoot them. The real rub is to get 
the desired separation once the 
slugs are beyond the muzzle, and 
even more importantly to see the 
bullets plop into the target separ- 
ated, one from the other, with such 
a degree of nicety as to be covered 
by a man’s chest. 

THIS PAST winter an engineer 
friend with a penchant for hand- 
loading commenced developmental 
studies of a multi-bullet loading for 
the .38 revolver cartridge. He set- 
tled on the .38 because this caliber 
uses a leaden bullet, a square-end- 
ed slug without nose taper. To seg- 
ment the bullet by chopping it into

two or three sections is a simple 
matter. 


As a beginning, this experi- 
menter divided the factory bullet 
into three equal parts, reloaded the 
pieces and fired them. The bullets 
all hit the target as one. The ex- 
periment was a failure. 


He then inserted extremely fine 
cardboard wads between the three 
bullet segments. This wadding was 
coated with a mixture of graphite 
and paraffin. During this firing 
there was an occasional perfect sep- 
aration of the three bullets, the trio 
striking the target nicely dispersed. 
However, on other shots the two 
forward segments would strike as 
one, the trailing segment striking 
the target at a distance from the 
others. This was not perfect but 
encouraging and our experimenter 
felt he was on the right track. 

Subsequently he tried other 
types of wadding, some of it thin- 
ner, some heavier, in an attempt to 
get uniformily of performance from 
his load. In this he was not suc- 
cessful. Sometimes the three bul- 
lets separated, other times —unfor- 
tunately all teo often — the bullets 
welded together and performed er- 
ratically. 


Tests were made of bullet seg- 
ments of different weights. The 
forward segment was made quite 
light, the trailing pair heavier. 
Then the poundage was reversed, 
the forward section was beefed up, 
the rear lightened. Powder charges 
were run up and down the scale, 
the crimp of the shell-mouth was 
tightened, then loosened; various 
barrel lengths were tested and in 
every way our engineer-experimen- 
ter tried for success. Invariably 
something developed which marred 
complete success. 


FINALLY he cast out all his 
bullets and designed an entirely 
new type. This bullet was a swaged, 
3-segment slug which weighed 165 
grains. Each segment was made 
with a cavitized base and the nose 
portion was given a two-step sharp- 
shoulder. This design was an im- 
mediate success! 


The bullets separated each shot 
and accuracy at 25 yards was such 
as to keep all the slugs on the man- 
silhouette. Dispersion varied from 
a minimum of five inches to a maxi- 
mum.-of 14 inches. The load out as 
far as 50 yards was ineffectual, 
dispersion was too great. 

Feasibility studies are now going 
forward on the .45 caliber. For 
military application the bullet must 
be jacketed. While the jacket may 
interpose some problems, it is be- 
lieved these can be overcome. 

The potential of this multi-bullet 
load is encouraging to contemplate. 
The medicore marksman, and most 
of us are indeed sorry handgunners, 
is by the insertion of a clip loaded 
with these multi-bullets elevated to 
the class of expert. The cop in a 
shootout in a dark alley has the ad- 
vantage he deserves, and the lowly 
householder who must defend home 
and castle is a lethal force with his 
14inch 3-bullet spread at 75 feet.

5-Year-Old AAMU Notes Steady 
Advance in Army Marksmanship 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Five years ago, a small group of shooters, coaches and sup- 
port personnel from Army posts around the world gathered at Fort Benning to estab- 
lish a new military organization. The unit those men brought into existence has, in the 
intervening years, achieved a prominence far beyond their greatest expectations. 


The United States Army Ad- 
vanced Marksmanship Unit (USA- 
AMU), this week celebrating its 
fifth anniversary, has become the 
hub of Army marksmanship activ- 
ities and the mecca for’ serious 
shooters from every section of the 
country, military and civilian alike. 
By its constant efforts in the field 
of marksmanship training, weap- 
ons research and development and 
perfection of competitive perform- 
ance, the USAAMU has contrib- 
uted materially to the resurgence 
of interest in all phases of com- 
petitive shooting in this country 
and has been largely responsible 
for the comeback staged by the 
United States in the international 
shooting realm. 

In recent years, Army teams 
have influenced every area of the 
American shooting picture. Soldier 
shooters have won recognition in 
the smallbore, service and bolt 
rifle, pistol, and international fields 
and have set scores of new rec- 
ords in the process. The recent 
Inter-Service Pistol Matches are 
a good case in point: There, the 
Army won nine major titles, eight 
by record scores, and came away 
with both the individual and team 
championships. The story in other 
fields reads the same way. 


THE PICTURE has not always 
been so bright, however. Until 
1955, in fact, the Army lagged so 
badly in all fields of marksman- 
ship that a Continental Army Com- 
mand study in that year ended 
on this gloomy note: “The Army 
has done very poorly in inter- 
service shooting competition and 
the United States has made the 
same types of showing in Olympic 
and International competition, par- 
ticularly with the rifle.” 


With the situation thus clearly 
defined, Army planners took the 
first long steps toward the devel- 
opment of a coordinated program 
of marksmanship training. Guided 
by the recommendations of a board 
of experienced and qualified shoot- 
ers, CONARC Headquarters issued 
orders in February 1956, organiz- 
ing the Army Advanced Marks-

manship Unit (USAAMU) with 
station at Fort Benning. 

THE USAAMU, as the nucleus 

of the Army marksmanship effort, 


was given a manifold mission. It 
was to select, organize, equip and 
train shooting teams of the high- 
est quality to represent the Army 
at the National Matches, Inter- 
Service Matches and other major 
competitions within the continent- 
al United States, and to represent 
the United States in such inter- 
national events as the Olympic 
Games, the World Championships 
and the Pan-American Games. 
Subsequently, the mission was 
broadened and USAAMU became 
responsible for conducting coach- 
ing clinics the Army. 
Within this field, the unit also 
furnishes coaches, training assis- 
tance and logistical support to- 
regional and major command 
teams. Likewise, it carries on a 
continuing program of evaluation 
and development of weapons and 
ammunition. 
UNDERLYING . THE printed 
mission, however, is the broader 
importance of USAAMU and Army- 
level counterparts within the 
sphere of the shooting program. 
Literally hundreds of pistol and 
rifle shooters are exposed to, or 
become part of, a USAAMU or 
area team each year. In time, these 
men return to their units to in- 
struct new shooters in proper 


marksmanship methods. The Army 
system of competitive shooting is 
thus a self-regenerating program 
which assures itself of a contin- 
ually increasing group of new 
shooters to fill the ranks of serv- 
ice teams, as well as a growing 
reserve of highly qualified rifle- 
m 


en. 

That the marksmanship program 
promulgated by USAAMU during 
the past years has borne consid- 
erable fruit is demonstrated by 
some interesting figures. In June 
1956, a few months after the unit 
was organized, the  All-Army 
Matches were fired at Fort Ben- 
ning. The average score of the top 
25 competitors in the National 
Match that year was 238.2 out of 
250. Four years later, in 1960, the 
average had risen to 247.5, an in- 
crease of 9.3 points. Scores for 
the intervening years reflect a 
steady increase of about two points 
per year.

coaching clinics and orientations 
have extended the influence of the 
Army shooting program far beyond 
the limits of Army ranges. Each 
year instruction in advanced tech- 
niques is presented to hundreds 
throughout all the Army areas.

BURIAL REGULATION 


Q. When should a widow file 
application to reserve a site ad- 
joining her husband’s grave in a 
national cemetary? 

A. Application must be filed at 
time of the deceased’s burial and 
the request must be renewed bi- 
ennially. 


PROMOTION TO 


Q. Does a battalion commander 
have authority to promote an EM 
from pay grade E-5 to pay grade 
E-6 by monthly appointment allo- 
cation in a battery where there is 
no cumulative pay grade vacancy 
for E-6, although the battalion as a 
whole has a cumulative vacancy in 
pay grade E-6? 

A. The EM could be promoted to 
E-4 provided he is concurrently as- 
signed to E-6 position. He could 
not be promoted to E-6 while oc- 
cupying an E-5 position.

OVERSEAS TOUR CREDIT 


Q. If a soldier is returned from 
overseas a medical evacuee, is he 
given credit for a completed over- 
seas tour? Reference is made to 
AR 614-30, par. 26b(3). 

A. If an individual completed 
5/6ths of his overseas tour, and is 
sent back to the States as a medi- 
cal evacuee, he is given credit for 
a completed overseas tour. If he 
hasn’t completed 5/6ths of his over- 
seas tour, he will be qualified for 
overseas duty when he completes 
his medical treatment. 


SPECIALIST CORRECTIONS 


Q. About a year ago some serious 
errors were made in Specialist 
classifications, referring in my case 
to men with MOS 717. What Army 
directive was issued to rectify the 
matter? 

A. DA Circular 611-11 of 20 May 


1960. The circular called attention 


to the many malassignments and 
provided for corrections to be made 
at once. 


RETIREMENT AS WO 


Q. How long must one serve as 
warrant officer in order to be re- 


tired as a WO if he has 20 years of 
active federal service? 

A. There is no required period 
of WO service. He is retired, if his 
application for retirement is ac- 
cepted WO grade. (See AR 635- 
130, par.

Q. Is it true that a bill is pending 
in the Philippine legislature to 
make a payment to former Filipino 
prisoners of war in War II?

STABILIZATION EXCEPTION 

Q. With regard to stablization 
between PCS moves, does this ap- 
ply to men making application for 
service schools? Cite regulation. 

A. AR 614240, par. 3a(1)(b), 
makes exception for transfer “to, 
from, or between service schools.”

STABILIZED TOUR RELEASE 


Q. Under what conditions may 
an enlisted man obtain release 
from a stablized tour? 

A. He may volunteer for foreign 
service when he has served five- 
sixths of the tour; he. may be dis- 
charged and reenlist under a re- 
enlistment option, if eligible; on 
a request for compassionate reas- 
signment if approved by the De- 
partment of the Army; or if he 
becomes disqualified by change of 
physical profile, ete. (See AR 614 
5, Par. 10.)

State Loses 
Bid to Up 
Milk Cost 


WASHINGTON—California has 
lost its bid to increase milk costs 
at military bases as result of a 
U.S. District Court decision. 

If California had won the case, 
commissary patrons in California 
would have had to pay higher per 
bottle charges, and the U.S. would 
have had to pay more a year than 
it does now. 

At issue was whether the state’s 
minimum milk prices applied to 
military sites in California... The 
state wanted the government to 
pay minimum prices fixed under 
California’s Milk Stabilization Act. 
The government pays less than the 
minimum. 

The government claimed that 
California’s attempt to make the 
U.S. pay higher costs for milk 
would have interfered with the 
purchase of milk at bases. The 
government said it had exclusive 
legislative jurisdiction over its 
bases, and added that California’s 
actions conflicted with federal 
competitive bidding policies and 
procedures. 

The U.S. said that during the 
time when it was unable to buy 
milk and milk products at less than 
the California minimum price, its 
milk costs at Travis AFB rose 
$15,000 a month. The government 
also contended that increased milk 
prices caused a $112,457 increase 
a year at Castle AFB and a $10,000 
increase monthly at Oakland Army 
Terminal. 

The Air Force bases and the 
Oakland Terminal were used as 
test cases for all military installa- 
tions in the state.

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Observer Battalions 
To Be Reorganized 


WASHINGTON—Better eyes and ears for corps artil- 
lery will appear soon as the Army’s field artillery observation 
battalions are reorganized as field artillery target acquisition 

ions. 

A complete revision of the table of organization for these units, 

‘which provide the information on which corps artillery units base 
their primary mission, counterbattery fire, was distrihuted this week. 
It is TOE 6575D (and TOEs 6-576D and -577D). 

The new table provides the men and equipment which the Army 
will be responsible. 

The field artillery target acquisition battalion, according to the 
mission statements, “provides general target acquisition, ballistic 
meteorology and survey support for the artillery with the corps. (It) 
provides wind data necessary for the determination of. falleut pre- 
dictions and verify the location of nuclear bursts fired by friendly 
forces. (It) registers and adjusts field artillery fires. (It) performs 
eomparative calibration of artillery weapons. (It) provides its com- 
ponent of the corps communication, observation and fire support 
eoordination systems.” 

To do this job, the most modern equipment in the Army in 
ventory, such as tellurometers, a drene system (based on = USD-1), 
radar and infrared deviees have been provided. 


The nuclear warfare capability is new to the battalion.

WASHINGTON—The ‘House and Senate Armed Services commit- 
tees have voted to restore former - Eisenhower’s five-star 
rank. 


Under the bill Eisenhower would keep the $25,000 pay and $50,000 
for office expenses of an ex-President. He would be authorized three 
aides and their pay and allowances would come out of the $50,000. 

A five-star general gets $20,543 in retired pay and allowances but 
actually does a little bétter than an ex-President because of difference 
in taxable income. 

Rep. Carl Vinson, chairman of the Armed Services committee, said 
the bill was a sign of the “affection and admiration” in which the 
nation held Eisenhower. 


® WAC Blues to Be Mandatory Soon 


WASHINGTON—Starting 1 Octeber of this year, every WAC of- 
fieer and warrant officer must have the Blue — Bp and it 
will become optional for enlisted women, the Arm in 
Change 2 te 670-30 this week. 

In addition, on 1 July 1962, the Army beige uniform will become 
mandatory for officers, and, again, optional wear for enlisted women. 
Nameplates to be worn by Wacs also were standardized and will be 
the same as those for Army men. 


@ Guard Recruiting Halts in 14 States 


WASHINGTON—The active Army will be getting more draftees 
and two-year enlistees under an order issued by the Department of 
Defense this week limiting the National Guard in its enlistment of 
men in 14 states and Puerto Rico. 

Halt to Guard enlistment, except as man-to-man vacancies occur, 
was decreed because the Guard was 10,000 over its 400,000 limit in 
January. In addition to halting enlistments in specified areas, other 
states were warned not to enlist men until vacancies take place. 

This means that many Guard units will not be able to take six- 
month trainees. Such men will have te take their chances with the 
draft or = for two years. 


cAemy-Ferms at $1 pe per Copy 


WASHINGTON—The Army’s got it down from A to Z. 

At a cost of only $37,825, a new 611l-page “Dictionary of US. 
Army Terms” (AR 320-5) has been: printed. That’s less than $1 a copy 
eonsidering that 44,500 of the documents came off the press for dis- 
tribution down to company level: 


First word in the dictionary is “abandonment” and the last ones 
are “zone time system.” The book has been expanded from the 546- 
page regulation of 1958. 

The regulation provides an invaluable source of information in 
writing orders, Some commonplace American words are also included, 
the Army said, because the regulation is given to foreign military 
students attending American schools. 


@ Show Contest Slated 2-5 June 


WASHINGTON—Final arrangements and schedules for the annual 
All-Army Entertainment Contest grand finals were announced this: week 
in Circular 28-11, C 1. Contestants from every major Army command 
are scheduled to arrive at Fort Belvoir, Va.—site of the grand finals for 
the past three years—on 26 and 27 May. 

This year’s contest is expected to be completed in record time, 
12 days.-In previous years contestants have been given as much as 
four or five weeks for rehearsals and competition. 

The actual contest will only last four days, 2-5 June, with winners 
being announced on the final night of the competition. The following 
day, 6 June, will be set aside for auditions for the Army’s world-tour- 
ing “Rolling Along of 1961” show. Entertainers picked for the show 
will be announced the same day. 

Contestants who are picked for the “Rolling Along” show will 
remain at Fort Belvoir for rehearsals. Other contestants will leave 
Belvoir on 7 June for home stations, except those representing over- 
seas commands and nearing the end of their tours.

CofC Sees Loss 
To Services In 
New Gi Bill 


WASHINGTON — The Senate 
Veterans Affairs subcommittee 
this week continued hearings on 
cold. war GI Bill legislation, reeeiv- 
img testimony for and against the|- 
proposal to provide educational as- 
sistance to those who have entered 
military service since 31 Jan., 1955. 

The subcommittee estimates the 
program would cost around $1.75 
billion in the first five years. 

The U.S. Chamber of Commerce, 
in a statement filed with the sub- 
committee, opposed most features 
of the legislation. The Chamber 
contended the lure of a chance to 
eash in on benefits would amount 
te “a premium on not reenlisting.” 

The statement said this would 
hamper the armed forces’ attempts 
te induce men to make military 
service a career, and would have 
“a harmful effect on the armed 
services.” 

The AFL-CIO, National Farmers 
Union, American Federal Federa- 
tions of Teachers and American 
Assn. of University veterans, how- 
ever, endorsed the bill. 

George D. Riley, AFL-CIO legis- 
lative representative here, said such 
a program would help to relieve 
inequalitiés in the government’s 
demands on young men of draft 
age. 

Riley said less than half of them 
actually are called into service, 
and wind up “in a highly unfavor- 
able position compared with their 
more fortunate comtemporaries 
who, for whatever reasons, are not 
called upon.”
